Barham! Says Syndicate

Panama Route Talk Expected 
lo Secure Delay. 


Congress Will Be Asked to Await

Californian Hopes a Bill Will Be Passed

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.? 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Representative Barham 
looks askance upon the gigantic New 
Jersey corporation scheme for complet- 
ing the Panama Canal. He thinks he 
sees in it an effort to defeat the Nica- 
ragua Canal, and nothing else. This is 
what he said to the Times correspond- 
ent tonight: 

“Yes, I see that a New Jersey syndi- 
cate has been formed to complete the 
construction of the Panama Canal and 
to buy and operate railroads and ships. 
Heretofore, at the beginning of the 
session of Congress this Panama Canal 
business has been revived, and it has 
been telegraphed all over the country 
that 2000 or 3000 laborers were pushing 
the canal to immediate completion. I 
suppose they thought this immediate 
completion business was getting some- 


~what stale, so they thought a new ‘de- 
-parture in the way of a $30,000,000 New 


Jersey corporation would be about the 
best thing to play on Congress at the 
present session, for these brethren in 
Congress who want an excuse for fur- 
ther delay will.use this,.and then in- 
sist upon the great importance of 
awaiting the report of the commission 
now in the field. In my judgment the 
canal at” Panama will never be built, 
as it never can be built. The project 
is & commercial impossibility. I think 
the American people can. never be led 
into undertaking the construction of a 
canal at Panama. 

.“‘How long the Nicaragua Canal may 
be delayed by the new moves about the 
Panama business I do not know. There 
must come an end to this humbug busi- 
ness. If the wisdom of Congress says 
we should not act until the present 
commission reports, I shall yield. to 
what I must assume to be better judg 
ment. 

“My judgment is to pass the bill now 
and construct the canal. If we wait 


the commission to report, that 


means no bill at this session. A little 
filibustering to the short session, and 
it will fail then, and must go over un- 
til the‘ Fifty-seventh Congress. By 
that time some new commission will 
be asked to ascertain the amount of 
tonnage which will prebably go 
through the canal, or something else, 
and so on, commission upon commis- 
sion will be required. 

“The facts reported by the late com- 
mission reporting the feasibility and 
cost of construction are facts which 
were well known to Congress ten years 
ago. We are quite as competent judges 
now as to which of the routes is better 
as we will be when the present com- 
mission now in the field reports to Con- 


“gress a year hence. I am eager, anx- 


ious and willing to act at once, but I 
am not able to say what view will be 
taken by Congress.”

SYNDICATE SCHEME EXPLAINED. 


[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—The inecor- 
poration of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany of America is said to be the first 
move in a plan to transfer the Pan- 
ama Canal to Americans in order that 
it may have a better chance in the 
struggle with the Nicaraguan conces- 
sionaires. 

The banking houses and individuals 
who are understood to be interested 
are: August Belmont & Co., Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co.; Levi P. Morton, Charles 
R. Flint, J. Edvard Simmons, presi- 
dent of the Fourth National Bank; Ed- 
ward Sweet & Co.; George Sheldon & 
Co., Baring, Magoun & Co., and George 
W. Young, president of the United 
States Mortgage and Trust Company. 
In addition to these, several banking 
houses in San Francisco and in cities 
in the South and West are interested in 
the company. 

The Herald says this incorporation 
cf an American company is the result 
of negotiations between representatives 
of the French Company, including 
Baron Oppenheim, who came to this 
city from Paris several months ago 
and leading financiers of America. 

The representatives of the French 
company, came to this country empow- 
ered to transfer the rights of the 
French company to an American com- 
pany, and this company having now 
been incorporated. the transfer will 
very. shortly be effected, the transfer 
to be given ‘formal approval by the 
shareholders in France. These share- 
holders will receive shares in the new 
American company in proportion ts 
their holdings in the old. ) 

This “Americanizing’’ of the Pan-_| 
ama Canal, as one of the gentlemen 
interested in the company - styled it 
yesterday, has been brought about in 
order to place the Panama Canal on 
a footing in America more satisfactory a 


dence and arguments are transmitted 


to the French company, and to place 
it or the same basis as the Nicaragua 
Canal before the United States govern- 
ment: 

An Isthmian Canal Commission, with 
Rear-Admiral Walker as chairman, is 
now at work making an exhaustive 
study of all possible routes for a cana’ 
across the isthmus of Central Amer- 
ica. This commission was created in 
the closing hours of the last Congress, 
and $1,000,000 was appropriated for its 
use through the River and Harbor Bilt. 
Its report will undoubtediy be final, 
so far as the United States is con- 
eerned, as to the best route for a ca- 
nal. Its parties, both engineering and 
exploring, are now scattered over (Cen- 
tral America obtaining material to as- 
sist the commission in forming con- 
clusions. 

The French. company, realizing the 
importance of the commission's find- 
ings, has taken the steps which have 


been described, believing that the ca- 


nal commission would naturally be en- 
abled-to judge more impartially be- 
tween the two routes with both under 
American control. The men of the 
French company long since recognized 
that the undertaking of a canal across 
Nicaragua either by the United States 
or by private parties with the advice 
er indorsement of the United States 


| would be a most serious blow to their 


project, but that the American finan- 
ciers who have formed the new com- 
pany would put the two routes on 
an even footing, and that judgment 
would be made only on the grounds of 
engineering and general desirability. 
They argue that the ‘‘Americanizing” 
o fthe Panama is the only way by 
which the 400 shareholders can have 
any hope of any return from the $200,- 
000,000 which has gone out of France 
and into the canal, and they believe 
that this arrangement produce 
only good fec!ing between the two 
countries. 

Since 1894. * *he French com- 
pany was formea, ..e has been ex- 
pended in work on the canal something 
like $7,000,000. Several thousand men, 
mostly negroes from Jamaica, have 
been employed and experts declare that 
the money has been properly expended 
and that good progress has been made. 
There is a large number of men at 
work on the canal at the present time 
and this force will be found at work 
by the commission yhen it goes over 
the route, which will probably be dur- 
ing February. The canal is about two- 
fifths. completed and the new Ameri- 
ean company estimates that the cost 
of completion would be about $109,- 
000,000.

The letter of trans-, 
mittal, which is signed for the vom- 
mittee by Martin A. Knapp, as chair- 
man, expressed no opinion as to the 


«claims of the petitioner that the action 


of the railroad companies is in viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

In conclusion the letter says: “The 
protesting shippers assert that the 
increases in rates to the extent af- 
fected by these changes in classifica- 
tion are without justification and will 
result in excessive charges on most, if 
not all, the articles in question. They 
also allege that hardships and injustice 
will further result from the changes 
which will be made in the relation of 
rates, especially from the increase in 
the difference between, carload and 
less-than-carload charges. If the egn- 
tention in these respects is well 
founded, as to which we express Lo 
opinion, a wrong is about to be ac- 
complished which the commission is 
powerless to prevent and for which the 
act to regulate commerce affords no 
adequate redress. The facts above set 
forth are submitted for your consider- 
ation.”’

march to Pretoria. The Boers them- 
selves are receiving European recruits 
and military stores through Lorenzo 
Marquez. This back door would be 
closed if Delagéa Bay were either un- 
der British or Boer jurisdiction, but it 
remains open under neutrality which 
is useful for trading and double deal- 
ing. It is evidently inconvenient for 
the British government to carry outa 
prearranged scheme with Portugal and 
Germany. The Berlin arbitration 
award regarding the Delagoa Bay Rail- 
way cannot be made for three months, 
and that will be the basis of financial 
dealings with Portugal. Moreover 
Salisbury cannot be eager to challenge 
Russia to seize Herat by the occupa- 
tion of Delagoa Bay. 

Meanwhile, the right of search at 
sea is exercised, and prize courts. by 
condemning cargoes of breadstuff, 
may set awkward precedents for Eng- 
iand herself, which is dependent upon 
‘mported food supplies in peace and 
in war. American proposal for 
exempting private property from 
feizure in war was not adopted, even 
by The Hague congress, and neutral 
rights in wartime are subject to 
prize courts of what constitutes con- 
traband of war. This is the theoreti- 
cal English view of the case, sbut fn 
~ractice, the prize courts at Durban 
are not likely to rule that food stuffs 
are contraband of war, although there 
is Warrant for it in British seizure 
and confiscation of rice during other 
periods of hostilities. 

The War Office continues to supply 
a daily bulletin of news from the 
front, Natal alone being excluded from 
its scope. A man in the street is 
spared the necessity of reading many 
columns of belated and confused dis- . 
patches from the news agencies’ spe- 
clal correspondents. He will see at a 
glance, this morning, that Baden- 
Powell was safe December 12; that 
neither Gatacre nor French has met 
with any fresh adventure, and that 
Methuen holds ground at Modder 
River, exchanging gun fire with the 
enemy and constantly reconnoitering 
with the cavalry brigade. The Boers 
have been challenging Methuen to re- 
new fighting. 

The War Office bulletins are also 
gaining in variety. Today's includes 
a reference to the rainfall. This isa 
close approach to the weather report. 
There is also something like a market 
report. Methuen has established a 
market at Modder River, where tea 
and other dry groceries are exchanged 
for milk and vegetables. This bulle- 
tin helps dispel apprehension respecte 
ing Methuen’s ability .o keep come 
munications open behind him,- for 
there is direct reference to a recon- 
noissance north and west of Enslie.

He was commander of Natal 
naval volunteers, -with relative 
rank of lieutenant-colonel of the volun- 
teer force. 

SERGEANT-MAJOR’'S STORY.

CAPE TOWN, Dec. 27.—Capt. Ree- 
sard, commanding the Canadian con- 
tingent of troops, is to join the staff 
of Gen. Buller, all the members of 
which are proceeding to Natal, indi- 
cating that Gen. Buller’s sphere will 
shortly be confined to Natal. 

A man named Green, a former ser- 
geant-major of the Boer balloon de- 
partment is among the Boer prisoners 
captured at Magersfontein. Green, 
who déserted from Aldershot in 1893, 
admitted that he had been some time 
in the service of the Boers, and had 
instructed them in intrenching. He 
says there were 23,000 Boers at Magers- 
fontein, 21,000 of whom were engaged 
the day of the battle. The Boer losses, 
he asserts, were heavy, the trenches 
being full of dead. Green further de- 
clares that if the attack had been 
pressed, the Boers would have yielded. 
He says the Boer horses have to be 
taken to the Modder River, as water is 
so scarce at Magersfontein.

THEIR FOE CIVILIZED. 


BRITONS SEE A CHANGE. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Dec. 28.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Pietermaritzburg, dated Saturday, De- 
cember 23, says: 

“Every day reveals some fact regard- 
ing the strength of the Boer position 
at Colenso. Thanks to the services of: 
continental officers, the character of the 
campaign has changed. We are no 
longer fighting a foe who relies upon 
guerrilla tactics, but we have to deal 
with what is rapidly becoming a disci- 
plined army, enjoying the advantages 
of knowing the country and of select- 
ing the scene of contest without the 
burdens of cumbersome commissariat. 

“The Boers have converted the hills 
near Colenso into fortresses of tm- 


splendid trenches, many of them bomb 
prpof. Tramway lines permit the shift- 
ing of guns with astonishing rapidity. 
The main positions are connected with 
the oulying positions by underground 
passages, and the forts proper bristle 
with machine guns that command the 
approaches. Probably mines are laid. 
“One hears less nowadays about Boer 
shells not bursting. Observers ‘of the 
Colenso fight say the Boer shell fire 
was very effective. This is due largely 
to the fact,that the distances are 
marked off with white paint. 

“The enemys’ discipline is improv- 
ing. The trenches represent great 
manual labor, for which the Boers have 
a keen dislike, and the way in which 
they restrained their fire when our 
troops were advancing is another evi- 
dence of improved soldiering.”’

OFFICIALS ACT 
ON REPORTED FLOUR SEIZURE’ 


BRITISH CRUISER’S ACTION TO Bi 
FULLY LOOKED INTO. 


‘Proceeding Similar to This Nation’s 
Action During the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War—No Hasty Action Consid- 
ered Necessary as Damages Can Be 
Secured—Opinions of Shippers. 


P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The ascer- 
‘ainment of the facts connected with 
‘he seizure of American flour by Brit- 
sh warships off the coast of Portu- 
suese East Africa, has been confidec 
(Oo the United States consular agent a‘ 
Lorenzo Marquez. This officer was 


-Kselected by Mr. Hollis to look after the 


affairs of, United States consulate 
at Irenzo Marquez during the time 
he, Mr. Hollis, was discharging the 


duties of United States consul at Pre- 
toria. Mr. Hollis has reported to the 
State Department that the consular 
agent is a thoroughly competent offi- 
cial and may be trusted to look after 
American interests at Lprenzo Mar- 
quez. 

Under the instructions sent to him 
by Secretary Hay yesterday, he will 
ascertain all the facts connected with 
the seizure, especially the names of 
the persons to whom this flour was 
consigned, and the actual ownership 
of the goods. The State Department 
is determined to do everything proper 
to maintain American rights in the 
matter of neutral trade in this case. 
But so far, the department is in ab- 
solute ignorance of many essential 
facts regarding the seizures and can- 
not proceed to make any complaint un- 
til it has made sure of its ground. 

To determine with accuracy all of 
the elements necessary to the prepa- 
ration of a protest against a seizure of 
the kind reported necessarily consumes 
much time and the State Department, 
following the usual course, cannot be 
expected to do otherwise than in the 
line directed. 

During our late war with Spain, 
wherever a seizure was made by aur 
warships of a merchant vessel laden 
with supplies intended forw Spanish 
ports, we politely informed foreign 
powers which undertook to protest that 


| they would be obliged to wait the usua! 


and regular action of our prize courts. 
Thus when a French ship was towed 
into Charleston, notwithstanding the 
representation made by the French 
government, our government insisted 
on carrying out all of the routine pro- 
ceedings of a prize trial. 

In one of the cases growing out of 
that particular seizure it was nearly 
two years before a final decision of the 
case by the United States Supreme 
Court was secured. Yet this case was 
simply in itself compared with the 
legal problems presented in the stop- 
page of a British merchant ship by a 
British man-of-war, and the search 
of a neutral cargo for contraband of 
war. These facts are set out by the 
officials of the State Department as 
an explanation of the reason why the 
department has not yet so far yielded 
to the clamor of a certain element for 
ill-considered and hasty action in the 
case of these reported seizures off 
Delagoa Bay. 


OFFICIALS NOT DISTURBED. 
CONFIDENT OF FULL JUSTICE. . 

{A, P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says the 
equanimity at the State Department is 
not at all disturbed over the signifi-

element in America. 

It is not known to the Secretary of 
State whether the cargoes owned in 
this country have actually been con- 
fiscated, nor precisely what articles 
Great Britain proposes to regard as 
contraband during the continuance of 
the South African war. It is said that 
every nation on becoming engaged in 
hostilities makes its own rules as rigid 
or as lax as the occasion seems to 
demand and seldom takes other na- 
tions into its confidence on the sub- 
ject. This was the case when the war 
with Spain began. Neither nation hav- 
ing subscribed to the  privateering 
clause of the treaty of Paris, a proc- 
lamation was issued by the President 
ann®uncing adhesion to its provisions. 
The Queen Regent issued a_ decree, 
which, while reserving the right of pri- 
vateering, announced that letters of 
marque would not begranted. But Spain 
did not announce what course she in- 
tended to pursue in other matters, nor 
did the United States except in con- 
fidential general orders to naval offi- 
cers, fix any definite policy as to seiz- 
ures and contraband. 

The supreme serenity of the State 
Department regarding the flour seiz- 
ures is perhaps best illustrated by the 
steps already taken to ascertain the 
facts of the case, which are an essen- 
tial preliminary to further action. On 
the receipt of complaints from Amer- 
{can exporters that their products had 
been detained and that their delivery 
at the neutral ports of destination 
Delagoa Bay, had been refused, the 
Secretary of State immediately trans- 
mitted the complaints to Ambassador 
Choate at London and Consul! Hollis at 
Pretoria for investigation and report. 
These notes went by mail and Mr. 
Choate has barely received his own by 
this time, while that of Consul Hollis 
will scarcely reach him before March 
1, 1900. As agents of the State Depari- 
ment reply to communications by the 
same means of transmission as the 
original query, no official information 
is apt to be in the possession of the au- 
thorities in Washington for weeks or 
months. 

-The reason there was no resort to 
the cable to determine whether Amer- 
ican interests have been injurious'y 
affected is found in precedents estab- 
lished over a year ago, when, notwith- 
Standing the seizure of British and 
other vessels by American cruisers, Eu- 
ropean nations realized that this gov- 
ernment, in its admiralty courts, would 
determine the merits of each case as 
rapidly as possible, as well as amen- 
able for damages in the case of every 
mistake, and that the greater the mis- 
take and longer the delay, the greater 
would be the damages to be satisfied. 
The consideration shown by foreigners 
whose vessels had been captured las! 
year and sent under prize crews to 
an American port of detention, was ex- 
tremely gratifying to this government, 
which would have been seriously em- 
barrassed had nedtra!l governments, by 
a show of impatience, forced the execu- 
tive into the attitude of hastening the 
judiciary.

In either case, he 
said, his company was left in a pe- 
suliar predicament owing to the fact 
that the various papers dealing with 
the shipment had gone by mail to 
Johannesburg houses and it could not 
be recovered immediately. ‘‘Fortu- 
nately we have no other shipments in 
transit to Delagoa Bay, and under the 
circumstances it is not likely that we 
will have,’ said Mr. Toomey. 

D. D. Edye of Flint, Edye & Co., 
who had shipments on both the de- 
tained vessels, when seen yesterday 
made light of the whole question. 
“The value of our ‘entire shipment,” 
“does not exceed $5000. It 
consisted of ordinary . merchandise 
mostly canned goods, and was of not 
much importance. We are perfectly 
confident that the British government, 
whatever disposition it makes of the 
goods, will pay well for them, as I 
do not think it will put needless ob- 
stacles in the way of American mer- 
chants. The chief importance of. this 
matter, of course, lies in its relation 
to international law.” 

Inquiries at the various steamship 
offices developed the fact that none of 
the vessels now en route from’ this 
port to South Africa has any ship- 
ments for Delagoa Bay. — 

Edward N. Norton of Norton & 
Sons, agents for: the three vessels de- 
tained on the African coast, yesterday 
said: ‘‘We will receive goods for de- 
livery in Delagoa Bay, but with the 
express provision that we will not be 
-esponsible for their delivery. Ship- 
pers are naturally unwilling to take 
his risk and at present Lorenzo Mar- 
quez is practically eliminated from 
our list of ports.”’

THEIR LIGHTS 
KEPT BURNING BY BOERS, 


ONE WENT OUT AND BURGHERS 
BEGAN TO FIRE. 


Transvaalers Wired Up to a High 
Nervous Tension—The Heat Intense > 
at Ladysmith—British Government 
Evinces Marked Change ftom Its 
Attitude in the War’s Early Stages. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, Dec. 29, 4:40 a.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] During the continued 
lull in the military operations in South 
Africa the papers are filled with letters 
and articles criticising the government 
and campaign, and suggesting reme- 


the plans; and the like. 

The Times complains of ‘needless 
censorship and concealment.” It cites 
the fact that nothing has yet transpired 
to show how Gen. Gatacre came to lose 
600 men at Stormberg. 

The dispatches from the front all 
represent the Boers as in nervous con- 
dition and constant dread of the British 
advance, but this is probably an exag- 
geration. 

The Modder River correspondent of 
the Daily Chronicle gives an explana- 
tion of a sudden rifle fire inexplicably 
opened from the Boer trenches. He 
says: “The Boers have wires stretched 
along the entire front of the trenches 
and connected with lamps. If a wire 
be touched, a lamp is extinguished, 
thus giving warning. One night a high 
wind extinguished a lamp, which re- 
sulted in a false warning. The fire 
ceased when the Boers discovered that 
the alarm was false.”’ 

A correspondent of the Daily News 
at Frere Camp announces that a tram- 
way is being constructed from the rail- 
way to a hill commanding the Boer 
position, and that it will be used to 
convey heavy guns. 

According to a dispatch from Lady- 
smith, dated Wednesday, December 20, 
the heat was then intense, being 104 
deg., Fahr., in the shade. There were 
many cases of enteric fever in the town 
at that time, but not enough to cause 
alarm. On the other hand, reports 
from Boer sources on the continent as- 
sert that typhoid fever is epidemic in 
Ladysmith. 

The Transvaal government, accord- 
ing to information supplied by Boer 
sympathizers, threatens to “reduce the 
rations of British prisoners of Great 
Britain stops the food supply by Dela- 


oa 
The British government now evinces 
a marked change from its attitude in 
the early stages of the war, and shows 
a disposition to accept assistance from 
any quarter. The imperial yeomanry 
committee has issued a statement to 
the effect that the government consid- 
ers the formation and dispatch of yeo- 
manry as one of the most pressing 
needs of the situation, and has inti- 
mated that it is now prepared to ac- 
cept from 8000 to 10,000 yeomanry in- 
stead of the 3000 originally asked for. 
It is expected that the first contingent 
of 1000 will sail about the middle of 
January. 

The government has announced that 
it will accept the services of a battery 
from the Honorable Artillery Corps. 
When these services were first offered 
they were declined on the ground that 
the corps was not affiliated with any 
regiment of regulars. It will now be 
attached to the city Imperial Corps. 
Lady Chesham and Lady Georgiana 
Curzon have issued an appeal for public 
funds to estblish a field hospital for the 
yeomamry. 

Cape Town dispatches complain of 
the inadequacy of the hospital arrange- 
ments.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—The Post 
says: “A call for a special session of 
the Legislature may be. looked for 
within the coming two weeks. Gov. 
Gage yesterday intimated to a repre- 
sentative of the North Central Im- 


provement Association, which has been _ 


urging the importance of a legislative 
session in order to provid@ ways and 
means for harbor improvement, that he 
will be ready to call the Legislature 
together in the second week of Janu» 
ary. This announcement was conveyed 
to the president of the association by 
Henry P. Sontagg, who declared to a 
representative of the Post this morning 
that he had no doubt the extra session 
would be called speedily. 

“‘My informant stands very close 
to the Governor,’ said Mr. Sontagg, 
‘and I have reason to believe that he 
spoke with authority from him.

A few days ago Johnston kidnaped

and a legal battle for the possession 
of him was commenced. Every effort 
to reconcile the parents failed, and 
when the case was called today, di- 
voree proceedings were commenced in 
lieu of a legal battle for the possession 
of the son. 

Albert Sidney Johnston is the grand- 
son of the famous Confederate general 
of that name. The case has attracted a 
deal of attention here. Both families 
are highly connected in the South. 


PLAGUE AT HONOLULU. 


ALARM AT SAN FRANCISCO. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.) | 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—The 
news of the breaking out of the plague 
in Honolulu’ brought here by the 
transport Centennial has created some 
alarm among the State and city 
health officials, and every precaution 
is being taken to prevent a _ possible 
admission of the disease into this city. 
The transports Centennial and. New- 
port, which arrived last night, and 
the Tartar, which arrived from Ma- 
nila today, are now at the quarantine 
station undergoing fumigation, and 
Bill be detained at Angel Island for 
some time. The steamer Gaelic is due 
here tomorrow evening from _ the 
Orient, via Honolulu, and will be sent 
to quarantine and held there until all 
possible danger is passed. 

News from reliable sources from the 
Orient states that the disease is prev- 
alent in China and Japan to an un- 
usual extent, and the officers at Ma- 
‘nila have taken precaution to prevent 
the plague from getting a _ foothold 
there. News from Bombay is to the 
effect that the plague is rampant in 
India, and in view of these conditions, 
the authorities in this city and at ev- 
ery port on the Pacific Coast will take 
strenuous precautions to prevent. the 
introduction of bubonic plague on this 
coast. 

CENTENNIAL QUARANTINED. 

P. NIGHT REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—The 
transport Centennial, which arrived 


_here last night with news of the bu- 
bonic-plague scare at Honolulu, will | 


be kept in quarantine till tomorrow. 


There is no trace of the disease on the 


vessel and, as has been demonstrated, 
no likelihood“for the plague finding 
lodgment there, but still there are 
many Hawaiian rats that have made 
a home on the steamer, and they have 
all to be caught and sacrificed before 
the vessel will be allowed to dock. Rats 
are said to be the most prolific means 
of spreading the plague. They carry 
the germs from port to port.

ceived late tonight from Honolulu give 
‘additional details of the bubonic plague 


which has appeared there, and indica‘e 
the conditions are not very a arming. 
Five deaths have occurred, one native 
and four Chinese. No deaths have oc- 
curred since the 12th inst., when the 
disease first appeared. 

\ quarantine system for island ves- 
sels was cstablished, and a district 
practically co-extensive with China- 
town was put in quarantine. Volunteer 
inspectors were called for, and the 
work of cleaning this district was at 
once begun, and is now progressing. 
The next day the National Guard wis 
called out, and has since been doing 
duty guarding the quarantined district. 

Chinatown, the seat of the trouble, 
is now undergoing a thorough clean- 
ing, and it is believed that the scourge 
has been stamped out. It is thoucht the 
germs of the plague were brought from 
Kobe, Japan, on the Norwegian steamer 
Tyra, which arrived at Honolulu No- 
vember 28, with 700 Japanese immi- 
grants. 


CONFINED TO THE CHINESE. 
P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—The 
transport Centennial, which has 
reached here from Honolulu, confirms 
the report that bubonic plague exists 
in that city. There had been no new 
cases of the disease, however, from De- 
cember 12 u pto the time the transport 
sailed, December 18. The quarantine 
at the port was to be raised on the 
19th. There was little anxiety among 
the residents of Honolulu, according to 
Capt. Eagles of the Centennial, as the 
plague was confined to the Chinese 
quarter of the city. The real part of 
the city was under strict quarantine, 
and no ingress or egress whatever was 


HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 
P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—Presi- 
dent Dole, while realizing the serious- 
ness of the situation, does not believe 
there is much cause for alarm. The 
President thinks there is no danger 
to those whose houses, persons and 
food are cleanly. He has unbounded 
confidence in the ability of the Board 
of Health to quiekly stamp out the 
disease. 

Some physicians claim. that the 
disease is not the black plague. Pub- 
lic opinion is divided also. Many be- 
lieve that if the plague were présent 


town would be carried off by the hun- 
dreds on account of the filthy condi- 
tion of the district. Another interest- 
ing phase of the case 1s the fact that 
no Japanese have been attacked. They 
live in large numbers in the quar- 
antined district. 

The Council of State met in extraor- 
dinary session December 12, and ap- 
propriated $25,000 for immediate use 
of the Board of Health in combating 
the plague. The following regulation 
regarding inter-island steamers was 
adopted by the Board of Health: 

“No steamers will be allowed to 
leave the port of Honolulu for any 
other port in the islands, except the 
Island of Oahu, without first under- 
going a quarantine of seven days. No 
Chinese or Japanese freight of any 
description will be allowed shipment.” 

The outside islands have been noti- 
fied of the situation in Honolulu. All 
of the districts outside of Honolulu 
are in a clean condition, and there is 


little danger that the plague will gain 


a foothold on the other islands. 

The Sixth Artillery has been quar- 
antined against Honolulu. There are 
200 men at Post Honolulu. They are 
confined strictly to camp and not al- 
lowed to’visit any other place. The 
National Guard has instructions to ar- 
rest any artillerymen found in town. 
This is at the request of Maj. Mills. 

Col. Beck of the transport Warren 
decided to heave her anchor at dbout 


noon, December 12, and steam’ away 
for Manila, legving only island boats 
in quarantine. The time limit for de- 
velopment of the plague had not 
elapsed since the men of the Warren 
were on shore and all over the infected 
district, but the surgeon on board the 
vessel: has some doubts that it was 
the plague. If cases develop, the War- 
ren will not be far from port and can 
put back. 

The island steamer Kilohana was 
wrecked December 10 at Lahaina. Shc 
ran on the reef between Dahaina and 
Kaanapali, and is a total loss. No 
lives were lost. The weather was not 
rough, and it is supposed that the ac- 
cident was due to an error of calcu- 
lation. The Kilohana had been in 
commission about a year. She was 
built at Port Blakeley, Wash., and is 
valued by the company at over $50,000. 
The vessel *as owned by the Inter- 
Island Steam Navigation Company.

GOADELLO IN TROUBLE AGAIN. 
HAS MOULDS FOR BAD COIN.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—Ritero 

Goadello was arrested today by United 
‘States officials on a charge of having 
in his possession moulds for the man- 
ufacture of counterfeit $5 pieces. The 
moulds which were seized are unsulted 
for the manufacture of coin, and were 
used, the prisoner says, in furtherance 
of a bunko game, which was pipped 
in the bud by his arrest. Goadello in- 
téndéed to victimize Louis Zeigler, a 
pastry cook, with whom he had been 
rooming. 
'Goadelio represented to, Zeigler that 
he had discovered a metal so closely 
resembling gold that the difference 
could not. be detected. Zeigler was 
asked to contribute $200 for the pur- 
chase of metal from which Goadello 
proposed to manufacture $5 piéé@s. to 
the amount of $2000. Goadello heiped 
this story with a practical illustration 
of his money-making powers, placiag 
a genuine $5 piece in his crucible when 
Zeigler- was in the room. 

The prisoner has a previous criminal 
record in connection with counterfeit- 
ing. In September, 1891, he was ar- 
rested at. Delano with implements of 
counterfeiting in his possession. He 
was tried in Los Angeles, and on Oc- 
tober 31, 1891, was sentenced to ten 
years’ imprisonment at San Quenntn, 
He was released from the penitentiary 
last May. =" 


CAPT. DORRIS BLAMELESS.

Have Issued a New Sheet Beat- 
ing All Previous Figures 
of the Kind. 


Situation is Regarded as Exceedingly 
Bad—Meeting of the Committe to 
- Talk With Terminal Lines 

Not Harmonious. 


Conservative Railroad Men Think the 
Boston and Albany People Must 
Make Their Own. Differential 
Fare Fight. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch?] Apparently a solution of the 
transcontinental tourist-rate trouble is 
further off than ever. A new snarl was 
added today when certain of the west- 
ern roads were notified that the Fitch- 
burg and Boston and Maine roads had 
issued a new rate sheet in which Cali- 
fornia through rates were quoted at 
$47.15. This is a cut of $2.35 over the 
previous lowest rate. As a matter of 
fact, the new rate from the hub is actu- 
ally less than the proportion of the 
western roads on the regular tariff. 

The situation is exceedingly bad. It 
transpired today that the meeting of 
the committee appointed to meet the 
Boston terminal lines January 4 was 
anything but harmonious. The fact is, 
that as fast as the two differential New 
England roads cut rates, the Boston 
and Albany allowed the representatives 
of the four western transcontinental 
lines to quote through California rates 
over its road at the same prices as that 
of the two differential roads. In conse- 
quence, cut followed cut until today’s 
special. rate of $47.15 was quoted. 
Conservative railroad men who are 
averse to seeing a disastrous rate war, 
say that as this appears to be a Bos- 
ton and Albany road fight on the dif- 
ferential principle, therefore that road 
should be allowed to.do the fighting 
alone. They can see no reason why 
western roads should be dragged into 
the squabble. Efforts are now being 
made to have the Transcontinental 
Committee adopt the policy at the Bos- 
ton meeting when the effect wlil be 
to make the Boston terminal lines un= 
derstand that their printed tariffs will 
be respected by the Boston represent- 
atives of the western lines, irrespec- 
tive of any differential fares. 

Boston roads will also be asked to 
equalize through transcontirntal tour- 
ist rates, and, finally, western lines 
will insist on receiving nothing less 
than their regular authorized propor- 
tion acruing west of Chicago, and that 
they will have nothing whatever to do 
with the differential fare’ fight. 


Landslide in Ireland. 


LONDON, Dec. 28.—Several gales and 
snowstorms are reported in the moun- 
tains of Ireland. At Nenagh, near the 
Nenagh River, a landslide, followed by 
a rush of water, swept away two farm- 
houses with their occupants. Much 
damage has been done to other prop- 
erty. A Queenstown dispatch says 
there is no abatement in the force of 
the gale, which has been raging for 
hours. The Dominion line steamer 
New England from Boston for Liver- 
pool, was unable to land her mails. 
Several barges have foundered in 
Queenstown Harbor, and the clubhouse 
of the Royal Cork Yacht Club is half 
wrecked.

A DREAM OF THEIR OWN.

So deeply imbued is the French-Cana- 
dian population with the idea of an ulti- 
mate independence of this country that 
0 M4 few consider the time about ripe 
or it.

We 
have almost nothing in common with 
the old continent. I am a Canadian, 
and my idea is to see Canada take rank 
among the independent as soon as it 
will be sufficiently developed by the 
vitality of its population and the im- 
mensity of its natural resources.”

and on Oregon and yellow pine reduces 
it over 40 per cent. The duty on cot- 
tonseed oil is reduced about 50 per cent. 
On bacon and many food products it is 
reduced by 20 per cent. On _ paraffine 
wax (largely in demand there) the 
charges were prohibitive, and the duty 
is now reduced 50 per cent., and the 
aforo reduced by 62% cent. On 
canned salmon and other canned goods 
the reduction of duty is 50 per cent., 
and the aforo is reduced by varying 
percentages from 30 to 60 per cent. On 
windmills (largely used there) there is 
a reduction of duty of 50 per cent., and 
of aforo 60 per cent. On dried or evap- 
orated apples, etc., the duty is reduced 
50 per cent.; on cotton ducking, white 
or colored the aforo is reduced 331-3 
per cent. On sail, twine and cotton 
rope the duty is reduced 20 per cent., 
and the aforo 331-3 per cent. 

“On the other hand, the Argentine 
government demanded reciprocal con- 
cessions on the few articles she sends to 
this market. Among these was wool, 
and American wool-growers have ex- 
pressed fears that this would prove.in- 
jurious to the domestic interest. 

“The total import of wool into the 
United States for 1899 from all countries 
was 76,673,000 pounds. Of this, from the 
Argentine came only 7,957,000 pounds, 
which is a very small portion of our 
aggregate importation. It appears that 
our woolen factories, require, notwith- 
standing high duties, a certain amount 
of foreign wool to supplement the do- 
mestic product. There is no proposal 
for any reduction of wool duties in 
favor of any other foreign country. It 
is evident that the proposed reduction 
of Argentine wools alone can have no 
effect on our market prices. 

“The majority of the wool is of the 
coarsest class (for carpets, étc.,) which 
is not at all, or but little, supplied by 
this country. - If other countries im- 
posed the same high duties with our- 
/ selves upon raw wools imported for 
manufacture, this reduction of duty 
would turn the tide of wool supply to 
the United States. But other nations- 
have adopted the policy of free admis- 
sion of wool. Consequently the Arwzen- 
tine wool seeks the European free mar- 
kets, France, Germany, Belgium, Great 
Britain, Italy, etc., and will continue to 


do so.

A DOLLAR 
FOUND TO PAY LIABILITIES. 
FAILURE OF BROKERS A CLEAR 
CASE OF LOOTING. 


One Member of the Firm of Stahl 
& Straub Charged With Embezzle- — 
ment and the Other Missing—Safe 
Emptied and Bonds Carried Off. 
Questionable Business Methods. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 28.—The com- 
mittee appointed by creditors to inves- 
tigate the accounts of Stahl & Straub, 
brokers, who failed November 29, re- 
port that not a dollar’s worth of avail- 
able resources was found. The total 
liabilities amount to $1,221,308, and the 
total assets $927,478, leaving a defl- 
ciency of $293,829. 

These figures mean that creditors, the 
banks only excepted, can never hope to 
realize a dollar on the amounts due 


is $833,946 due to banks, and that the 
amount is secured to the loaners by 
stocks and bonds valued at $861,457. The 
result will be that every dollar of the 


$27,513, will be wiped out in settling the 
accounts due to banks. There is 
$387,544 due depositors and customers. 
There is $66,201 left to payt his amount, 
which makes the losses to be sustained 
by individuals, customers and deposit- 
ors with the firm of Stahl & Straub 
amount to $321,343, according to the 
firm’s books. | 

John W. Straub, the junior member 
of the , is under bail on the charge 
of emVezzlement. His partner, Stahl, 
is missing, and a warrant has been 
issued for his arrest. In an interview, 
Straub said: “One month ago I be- 
lieved myself a wealthy man. I thought 

that I was one of the partners in a re- 
markably successful and highly-re- 
spected firm. ‘Today, I am worse than 
a pauper. Instead of fortune, I am in- 
volved in debt beyond any apparent 
possibility of ever getting out. The 
firm is worse than bankrupt, and my 
partner has fled. The curses of scores of 
people are being heaped upon my 
head.”’ 

Judge McPherson,in the United States 
District Court today appointed Frank 
M. Crawford receiver for Stahl & 
Straub. Counsel for the creditors asked 
for a restraining order to prevent the 
transfer of securities and to have the 
| firm adjudged involuntary bankrupts. 

Charles H. Vollum, the expert ac- 
countant, in charge of the _ brokers’ 
books, said, at a meeting today: ‘“‘This 
is the clearest case of looting I have 
met with in thirty years.” 

An official at the banking rooms to- 
day, in referring to Stahl’s methods, 
said: ‘‘He ran three separate accounts 
on securities in the care of the firm, 
paying interest on stocks, dividends on 
the same stocks, and further interest 
from the firm, and this Was apparently 
‘one of his ways of blinding the eyes of 
his partner. Some one emptied the safe, 
that is evident. The next thing is to 
find out who carried off the bonds.”

TURNS UP IN LOS ANGELES. 


SURPRISE AND JOY FOR HIS FAM- 
ILY IN NEW JERSEY. 


Theron A. Doremus Did not Jump 
Off a Ferryboat and Drown Himself, 
but He is’a Physical and Mental 
Wreck and Does not Know How 
He Crossed the Continent. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEWARK J.,) Dec. 28.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Great was the sur- 
prise and joy of the relatives of Theron 
A. Doremus, who disappeared two 
weeks ago from his home in Montclair, | 
N. J., to receive last night from Los 
Angeles the following telegram: 

“Am at Los Angeles, sick and out of 
money. Can't walk.” 

A dispatch was addressed to A. Eben 
Van Giesen, a brother-in-law of the 
missing man. Doremus’s sudden dis- 
appearance caused a sensation. He 
was well Known and respected, being 
the proprietor of a feed store, and 
until one day when he turned up miss- 
ing, and thé state of his business af- 
fairs became known, he was thought 
to be prosperous and contented. On the 
day after he left Montclair, this note 
was found in a stateroom he hired on 
the steamboat Maine of the Providence 
and Stonington line: | 

“Please notify Mrs. T. A. Doremus, 
Upper Moniclai:. N. J., that I have 
thrown myself overboard.” It was 
signed ‘Theron O. Doremus.” 

In the stateroom were a hat an 
coat and the steamboat and police of- 
ficials took it for granted it was a case 
of suicide. A few of the friends of Do- 
remus inclined to the belief that the 
note was a “bluff’’ to blind the police 
and his friends to his plan of going to 
some distant place and severing all the 
ties which had bound him to his home. 
This story was strengthened by the 
recollection that some years ago Henry 
Doremus, his son, then living in Brook- 
lyn, left a note in the same manner 
in a _  ferryboat. The young man 
turned up alive and well with no ex- 
planation to offer for his strange con- 
duct. 

Mr. Van Giesen this morning tele- 
graphed asking the Chief of Police of 
Los Angeles to hunt Doremus up and 
learn his condition, and Van Giesen 
will probably go to California and bring 
him home. 

Doremus’s feed store has beén closed 
by the Sheriff and sold to. satisfy 
creditors’ claims. It is the general 
opinion that business troubles caused 
the merchant to disappear. Besides 
worriment over finances he was trou- 
bled with rheumatism and the suffer- 
ings of mind and body may have 
caused a temporary mental aberration. 
Not until after he left was it known 
to his best friends that his finances 
were in such a tangled state. He had 
a habit of keeping his business affairs 
entirely to himself. His liabilities do 
not exceed his assets by more than 
$4000. 


MIND AND BODY WEAK. 

DOREMUS CAN TELL LITTLE. 

Doremus was seen in his room at the 
Hotel Gray last night. He looks to 
be anywhere between 60 and 70 years: 
old, but he said that if his recollection 
served him right he was born in 1840, 
which would make him 59 years old. 

After a féw minutes’ conversation 
with the old man it is apparent, that in 
his present condition, he is almost a 


‘mental and physical wreck. He is suf- 


fering bodily pain and his mind is a 
biank on nearly every subject. A doc- 
tor who visited him last night said 
that he would make arrangements to 
have the old man taken to some hos- 
pital today, and it is probable that 
after a few days’ treatment he’ will 
beeome more rational. 

Doremus went to the Hotel Gray last 
Saturday. He told Mrs. C. N. Gray, 
the proprietress, that he had only $1.70 
with which to defray his expenses. Out 
of pity for his decrepit condition she 
gave him a room and has been caring 
for him ever since. 

Doremus is unable to state when, 
how or why he left home, or when he 
arrived in Los Angeles. Efforts to get 
information from him are unsatisfac- 
tory, as he is apparently unable to 
speak more than a few words at a 
time, and questions of any kind seem 
to bewilder him. He had no baggage 
on his arrival at the hotel. On his 
person was _ aa identification card of 
Montclair Council, No. 421, Royal Ar- 
eanum of Montclair, N. J.. but the 
blank lines on the card are not filled 
in. He said that he used to belong 
to that council, but had changed to 
another. 

Yesterday afternoon a young man 
named Mitchell, who formerly lived at 
Montclair, called’ to see Doremus. 
Mitchell said that two women named 
Doremus live in this city on Ingraham 
street, and asked the old man if they 
were related to him. He said that 
they were distant relatives, but that 
he could not remember the exact re- 
lationship. Mitchell said that he would 
see the women and inform them of 
the old man’s predicament and where- ’ 
abouts. Up to last night they had not. 
called to see him.

BODIES CONSIGNED TO EARTH. 


SIMPLE SERVICES HELD AT AR- 
LINGTON CEMETERY. 


—_ 


Exercises Attended by President 
McKinley, Cabinet Officials and 
Many Officers of the Army and 
Navy—Several Survivors of the IIl- 
fated Battleship Present. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT,) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The re- 
mains of the 150 victims of the Maine 
disaster, brought from Havana by the 
battleship Texas, were buried today 
with full military honors upon a knoll 
in Arlington cemetery. The exercises 
were exceedingly simple. They were 
in charge of Capt. Sigsbee, now of the 
Texas, who was captain of the Maine 
on that fateful night when his ship 
was blown up in Havana Harbor, two 
years ago. They were attended by 
President McKinley and the members 
of his Cabinet, Admiral Dewey, Maj.- 
Gen. Miles and his staff, and many 
other officers of the army and navy. 
Among them were Lieut.-Commander 
Wainwright and Lieut. P. C. Powers, 
both of whom were on the Maine when 
the explosion occurred. All the army 
and navy officers were in full uni- 


orm. 

‘Several troops of cavalry from Fort 
Myer, a battalion of marines fram the 
navy yard, and a detachment of sail- 
ors from the Texas were drawn up 
about the flag-draped caskets, which 
were ranged row on row along the 
brow of the hill, each bearing a beau- 
tiful wreath of Calax leaves. 

, Despite the snow and nipping cold, 
over a thousand ‘spectators pressed 
against the rope-lined enclosure to wit- 
ness the The Marine Band 
played a dirge, 

Jesus,” and the simple Protestant and 
Roman Catholic funeral services were 
conducted by Chaplain Clark of the 
naval academy, and Father Chid wick, 
the chaplain of the Maine, under a 
canvas-canopied shelter in the open 
space facing the square in which the 
coffins lay beside their open graves.

EXCITING EVENTS OF THE EARLY 
DAYS OF THE CIVIL WAR. 


Strange Mixture of Discordant Ele- 
ments of North ant? South—The 
Regime of Fremont—Incidents in a 
Regular Soldier’s Life—-When Steele 
Refused to Obey Sherman. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Dec. 18.— 
Any person who visits St. Louis now 
and sees the city in its progressive 
splendor, can little imagine it in 
1861, at the breaking out of the civil 
war. Then its pavements were any- 
thing but smooth, but they were 
smoother than the temper oc its. in- 
habitants. Like all of the border 
States there was a decided difference 
of opinion as to which side of the con- 
troversy its citizens should take in 
the general ‘‘scrap’’ about to ensue.

were not heid in any attempt at a 
whisper, but in ioud, defiant, fignting 
tones, not infrequentiy tollowed by an 
inviiation to settle the conclusion on 
“Blooay Island’. the next morning. 
One peculiar feature was the _  as- 
sertive manner of the friends of the 
Southern Confederacy, and with a few 
exceptions the apolgetic way in which 
the adherents of the Union cause 
stood up for it. 

Merchants from the North would 
come to pay a friendly business visit 
to their southern customers, only to 
have it result in'’a fierce argument 
that generally ended in not speaking 
as they passed by. Army officers were 
not exempt from the general citizen- 
Ship inforced in this modern Babel. 

It must be recollected that, at the 
beginning of the war, what little army 
the nation possessed was scattered, 
with the exception of the artillery gar- 
risoning the seacoast fortifications, all 
over the frontier, in from one to six 
company posts. When the portehtous 
rumors of a civil war reached these 
isolated places, the officers at once 
began to take sides; the ones from 
the South, as a rule, avowing their 
determination to resign and take the 
side of their State in the conflict. 
lt changed harmony into discord, and 
hitherto pleasant social relations into 
an intercourse decidedly frigid in its 
temperature. What should have been 
done was to place every officer under 
arrest who indulged in treasonable 
talk, or spoke disrespectfully of the 
President, but the regular army is so 


intensely conservative that exciting 
episodes like this seemed to have 
paralyzed its executive force, for to 


establish a precedent is an attribute 


| of mental force, dreaded by all old 


army officers. So they were allowed 
to talk treason, and not only to talk 
it, but to leave.the army by honor- 
able resignation with the openly- 
avowed purpose of fighting against 
the authority they had sworn to pro- 
tect and to obey. We look on this 
with nothing of a revengeful feeling 
now, for the war is over, and a gen- 
uine reconciliation. has taken place, 
but nevertheless in a military sense 
it would have been considered fright- 
ful, had not the puerile helplessness 
of the military authorities made the 

situation ridiculous. o 
The regular troops stationed on the 
frontier had all been ordered east or 
south, and on the same boat or train 
would come officers in command ,of 
troops, and those who had resigned 
to enter the southern army, and who 
were now en route to their destina- 
tion. All these elements met at the 
dining tables of the Planters’ and 
every meal was enlivened by entrées 
not on the bill of fare. In fact, for a 
while, a guest could not be certain 
whether he was going to eat his din- 
ner or receive an- invitation to settle 
the thing according to the code. As 
one army officer remarked, he ‘‘didn’t 
mind it so much, as fighting was his 
profession, but it was kind of wear- 
ing on one’s nerves and constitution 

to be on guard duty all the time.”’ 
To add to the general ‘hilarity of 
the occasion, Gen. Fremont was 
placed in command of the department 
with some kind of authority to ap- 
point provisional general officers, as 
well as receiving a general carte 
blanche to do about as.he pleased, a 
privilege he at once proceeded to work 
for all that it was worth. The or- 
chestra from the -theater was trans- 
formed into one of the finest military 
bands ever in the service, whose prin- 
cipal duty seemed to be to play for 
the major-general commanding. Zay- 
goni, a former Hungarian officer, was 
empowered to raise a bodyguard of 
cavalry, of which the horses were all 
black, and when they turned out, to 
say that they were perfectly gorgeous, 
would be a mild way of describing 
them. Their stables were equine 
palaces. It is related that when Sec- 
retary of War Cameron visited St. 
Louis and was shown through the 
stables, he dryly remarked that they 
needed a carpet, and he was going 
to have the Quartermaster-General 
have one put down as soon as_he got 
back to Washington. Col. Amos B. 
Eaton was chief of staff, to the duties 
of which office he had to add, per- 
force, those of general mollifier and 
pacificator, as well as arbitrator and 
Capt. Chauncey McKeever

Assistant Adjutant-General. Maj. 
George L. Febiger of the Pay De-

in army or any other regulations, he 
was allowed to recognize, he firmly, 
flatly, but respectfully refused to pay 
them, and as the band was not play- 
ing to improve their health, this added 
to chaos, which had to be relieved 
by a special dispensation of some sort 
from Washington. It was during this 
reign that Maj. Justus McKinstry 
held high carnival as the repre- 
sentative of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, which he manipulated in 
such an original . and peculiar way 
(entirely his own) that the War De- 
partment made him tell how he did 
it. (But then the War Department 
never wants anybody else to have an 
original thought.) Dr. De Camp was 
in charge of a general hospital, the 
discipline of which was of a_ kind 
that prompted many a one who was 
ordered there to suggest that the in- 
‘scription in Dante’s Inferno be in- 
scribed over the front door. It was 
a gilt-edged administration. 

Things went along comparatively 
well until the victorious troops re- 
turned from‘ the battle of Wilson's 
Creek, bringing with them Fred Steele, 
David S. Stanley, Eugene Crittenden, 
Sokalski, Totten, Dan Huston as well 
as others of minor importance. We 
were received with open arms and a 
grand reception, and, after marching 
to the city limits were turned edrift 
to seek the cold hospitality of Benton 
Barracks, with the board bunks and 
perfectly bare quarters.

It did 
not amount to much in numbers, but 
the morale was fine. Its ranks were 
filled with veterans; men who had 
passed through many 4 brush with 
the Indians, while once in awhile an 
old Mexican war veteran would be 
met. Down at the arsenal, Gordon 
Granger was in command and he had 
a few troops there. He was not only 
loyal ‘to the flag, but viciously com- 
bative; he seemed to. be possessed 
of a kind of military dyspespia which 
kept him continually on the war path 


with a challenging chip on his shoul- | 
der, which nobody seemed to have any 


ambition to knock off. 
Fremont had only enough regulars 


around which to form an army. The 
tendency to gain higher rank in the 
volunteer service, afterward shown by 
trained reguler officers, had not 
cropped out to any great extent. Most 
of them who desired a change were 
trying for a transfer to the general 
staff of dhe army, where many vacan- 
cles existed by reason of resignations 
to enter the Southern army. 
Fremont was cordially hated by the 
Southerners as being one of the apos- 
tles of the “Black Republicans,” and 
with his naturally pugnacious temi- 
perament he was a poor diplomatist, 
either in handling the turbulent peo- 
ple or satisfying the army under his 
command. His Napoleonic orders 
were criticised by his adherents and 
laughed at by his enemies. 
‘People who are living now, but not 
then, can have little idea of what it 
took to be a Union man in those days. 
It meant to the army officers the sev- 
erance of old friendships and some- 
times a relationship of a nearer and 
dearer kind. It involved, in many local- 
ities, social ostracism. It sometimes 
incited in their minds even a doubt as 
to the justness of the right to coerce 
these people to stay in the Union 
against their will. People began study- 
ing political economics and polemics. 
There was on both sides a feeling of 
bitterness against the politicians who 
had by bungling diplomacy mixed with 
personal greed, brought on this frat- 
ricidal war. Among these objects of 
hatred and distrust Fremont stood 
conspicuous, his attainments as an ex- 
plorer and his prominence as a poli- 
tician making him a shining mark. He 
was the wrong man for the position he 
occupied, as his very presence in 
power intensified an already embittered 
feeling. Then, when you think that in 
his army career he had never shown 


any especial talent in large commands 


and where executive force of a high 
order was necessary, it will be seen 
that he stood very little chance. 

In the first place he had no army 
that could be called one, while per- 
haps it could be said that the Confeder- 
ates had no better one, still they were 
more used to firearms, and from their 
outdoor habits, their predilection for 
hunting and the universal habit of set- 
tling controversies by personal encoun- 
ters, made them more at home in the 
field tnan the recruits. of the - North. 
Then, the» regular army officers had 
very little use for the volunteers; they 
did not seem to realize the fact at 
that time that on the shoulders of these 
despised volunteers was laid the task of 
saving the country. The volunteers 
themselves did like the Arizona fiddler; 
they did the best they knew how, and 
did not like to be shot at. How strange 
it all seems now, after all these years, 
to recall those times, when the war 
was going to be ended in ninety days 
by the complete annihilation of the 
southern army; this was one boast un- 
fulfilled. Then, on the other hand, we 
heard that one Southerner could “lick” 
five Yankees. This has been proven an 
embellishment to an abstract proposi- 
tion on truth. But one thing has been 
proven, and that is that those people of 
the South were honest in the belief 
that they were fighting in a righteous 
cause, and they were brave in defend- 
ing that which they thought was right. 
All the campaigning in those days was 
of the kid-glove order, where, although 


the men were ready to go into battle | 
and perhaps “get hurt,”’ they did not | 
want their collars and cuffs soiled. One | 


instance is reported—of course it ig a 
joke—where a soldier, in writing to his 


dearly beloved, told her of how they. 


suffered: ‘‘Why, we have been without 
‘cream in our coffee for three whole 
davs.”’ 

But after awhile conditions began to 
change.-At Sedalia began the disinte- 
gration of the regular brigade, and war 
began to be moved from the city to 
the fteld.

The horse gets off fairly 
well and reaches the head of the stretch 
all right when, suddenly, out come two 
horses that he had beaten in his pre- 
vious essay and both run out ahead 
of him. As there were no odds “to 
show” on his horse when he backed 
him, he loses all he puts up. That is 
whv there are men at both tracks who 
strike you for a dollar to eat upon and 
who go.from one stall to another to 
borrow hay and oats for their horses. 
And I can assure my readers this is 
no isolated case. There are fifty own- 


ers, at least, in this very same pre- 
dicament.

would like to see or hear of some race 
being run in America where the fav- 
orite was 7to1l.

Jacob G. Schurman, president of Cor- 
nell- University and chairman of ~ the 
United States Commission to the Phil- 
ippines, in an article published in the 
New York Independent, entitled “Our 
Duty in the Philippines,” expresses the 
opinion that missionaries are needed in 
the islands, and the hope that they 
will be sent there in large numbers. 
There is undoubtedly, as he declares, 
plenty of work for missionaries to do, 


} and his hope as to the sending of large 


numbers of them there to do the work 
in question will probably be gratified. 


| This is all well enough, as far as it 


the laws and usages of neutrality. But 
if the dispatches are to be credited, 
agents of the Boer government are ac- 
tively and openly enlisting men in sev- 
eral American cities to take the Boer 
side in the war. 

A New York dispatch states that 

two men are engaged in this work in 
that city, with headquarters in a sa- 
loon near police headquarters. The 
leader of the movement, according to 
the dispatch, is one Gustav Simon, a 
Boer recently arrived from the Trans- 
vaal. “Associated with him,” con- 
tinues the dispatch, “is a young Ger- 
man, Henry Scharff, who has lived 
many years among the Boers, and who 
reached New York a week ago from 
Pretoria.” It,is asserted that these 
men have been’ sent to the United. 
States by the Boer government “on a 
special mission,” which mission they 
_ are now, presumably, fulfilling. 
If the facts are as stated, the case 
would seem to be one calling for active 
and prompt interference by the author- 
ities. Neither of the belligerent gov- 
ernménts has a right to enlist recruits 
in the United States, nor on any other 
neutral territory. If we permit such 
enlistments to go on unmolested we 
shall be guilty of a breach of neutral- 
ity, for which the British government 
will have just cause for complaint. 

The English representatives, if the 
truth be told in the dispatches, take the 
right view of this matter, and by re- 
' fusing all applications for enlistment— 
which in New York City alone have 
already run up into the thousands— 
satisfy the demands of neutrality. . If 
‘there are Boer agents in this country 
who are not satisfying these demands, 
they should be brought up with a 
round turn, as they probably will be 
in the not very distant future. 

A citizen of any country has a per- 
sonal right to enlist in the service of 
any other government besides his own, 
if he so desires. But he must act solely 
in an individual capacity. He must 
leave his own country as an individual, 
not as a member of an organization 
pledged to the service of another coun- 
try. 
country for military service under the 
flag of another government forfeits, 
by that act, the protection to which he 
would be entitled as a citizen in his

of very large quantities of gore, for| 


there will be no serious discussion of 
it. The impracticability of the prop- 
osition is so obvious that about the 
only real discussion it is likely to pro- 
voke will be as to how a man of Prof. 
Schurman’s well-known and acknowl- 
edged sagacity and perspicacity could 
have put forward, in serious earnest, a 
suggestion so absurd. 

There is, of course, no power by 
which any particular religious denomi- 
nation can be restrained from sending 
missionaries to the Philippines. All 
denominations are anxious to make 
converts to their particular form of re- 
ligious belief, and unless they can get 
together and agree upon some one de- 
nomination to be represented exclu- 
sively, all others agreeing to keep out, 
each of the leading denominations will 
send agents in greater or less number 
to the islands. The probability of any 
agreement of the kind mentioned is so 
remote as hardly to be worth men- 
tioning. It would surely be asking a 
great deal of any denomination to re- 
frain from attempting to make con- 
verts, where inclination or a sense of 
duty might seem to lead in the di- 
rection of missionary work. 

Prof. Schurman’s fear that the Fili- 
pinos would be confused if mission- 
aries of more than one denomination 
were sent to them may have some 
foundation, but there is apparently no 
specific remedy for the state of affairs 
which he points out. The only ra- 
tional course of procedure, it would 
seem, would be for all denominations 
to cooperate along general lines, taking 
particular pains to impress the great 
central truths of Christianity upon the 
natives, and to point out to them in 
the clearest manner possible that the 
differences of opinion and form, be- 
tween the various sects, are mere sur- 
face differences, and so are not vital 
in their relations to the great and 
world-inclusive scheme of salvation. If 
this course were pursued, all acrimonies 
and dissensions between the sects be- 
ing firmly kept down, there would 
seem to be no good reason why the 
Filipinos should not come spcedily to

BALLOON SIGNALING. 


IT IS NOW SUCCESSFULLY AC. 

COMPLISHED AT NIGHT. 

[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 16, 1899.—It ap- 
pears likely that the electric balloon 
for night signaling will prove a mate- 
rial offset to the advantage which the 
Boers possess over their opponents in 
fighting over ground with every yard 
of which they are thoroughly familiar. 
By its means the possibility of mass- 
ing troops at any desired point, or of . 
signaling for withdrawal from dan- 
gerous positions will be assured, and 
maneuvers which would otherwise be 
impossible in such a campaign, can 
easily be directed from headquarters. 
The balloon may be miles away from 
the spot where it is operated, all the 
signaling being done from the ground 
at a spot where the apparatus con- 
nected with the balloon is placed. The 
balloon carries a number of incandes- | 
cent lamps, which are connected by 
wire with the appartus below. These 
lamps are flashed at intervals corre- 
sponding to the dots and dashes of the 
Morse code. On a Glear night, the 
flashes are visible 100 miles away, and 
in the dry atmosphere of the Cape, it 
is possible that they may be seen} 
much further. The balloons are made 
of goldbeater’s skin, and the lights © 
aré strung one above the other, some- 
what in the form of a ladder. The 
chances of the balloon being hit by the 
bullets of the enemy’s sharpshooters 
are comparatively small, as in ascend- 
ing to its position it will be darkened, 
and by the time it commences signal- 
ing it will be far out of range. The 
possibility of accidents, however, has 
been foreseen, and enough material has 
been sent out by’the British govern- 
ment to construct any additional num- . 
ber of balloons that may be needed. 
during the campaign. 


TORPEDO BOATS. 


ELECTRICITY TO BE UTILIZED IN 
THEIR PROPULSION, 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 16, 1899.—Late de- 
velopments in the application of the 
Steam turbine principle to torpedo 
boats and similar vessels lend addi- 


tional interest to the bold proposal of 


C. T. Childs to utilize electricity for tor- 
pedo boats. Mr. Childs, in dissent from 
the opinions of many English builders, 
lays it down as an axiom that a boat 
built for torpedo service has to be go 
specialized as to be unfit for any other 
duty. He also adds that the seagoing 
cruising torpedo boat is a sort of anom- 
alous contrivance, developed out of the 
struggle for high speed, and is not, 
properly speaking, a torpedo boat at 
all. One of Mr. Childs’s damaging 
conclusions against the steam-driven 
torpedo boat is incontrovertible. He 
maintains that one of the essentials of 
an efficient torpedo boat is taae + 
should be, as nearly as possible, invisi- 
ble. It is evident that the risk of dis- 
covery is much greater if the torpedo 
boat.is emitting smoke, and the smoke- 
stack itself will be a more or less con- 
spicuous object. Mr. Childs’s own 
words are: “A steam torpedo attack 
may be converted into a sort of merry 
torchlight procession, considerably 
more dangerous to the attacking party 
than to the attacked.”

DEMANDS A JURY. 


PEOPLE PUT TO INCONVENIENCE 
IN A BATTERY CGASE. 

George L. Stephens, the young col- 
ored ruffian who has been terrorizing 
women and children in the southwest- 
ern part of the city for several weeks 
past, was arraigned before Justice 
Morgan yesterday on the charge of 
battery alleged to have been commit- 
ted on Mrs. Jessica R. Weller.

Men Retained to Be Put on Full 
Time—Park, Funds—Tallyho Ride 
for Distinguished Visitors 
Planned.

SHORTAGE OF FUNDS THE CAUSE 
OF THE CHANGE. 
Statement of the Money Expended 
by the Different Parks for the First 
Six Months Presented to the Board. 
Plans to Entertain Distinguished 
Visitors by Showing Them Arcund. 


For several months the Board of 
Park Commissioners has been consid- 
ering the advisability of placing the 
employés in the department on a full- 
pay basis. The men have been working 
on three-fourths’ time in order’: to 
avoid a cut in the number of the force. 
The funds allowed by the Council for 
the maintenance of the parks during 
the present fiscal year were not suf- 
ficient to admit of placing the entire 
and even with the 


force on full pay, 
three-fourths’ time arrangement the 
department has gone slightly behind 


during the first six months of ‘the year. 
A State law provides that all employés 
engaged in municipal work shall re- 
ceive at least $2 per day for their serv- 
ices, and the manner in which the 
park force has been retained for the 
past few months amounts to a prac- 
tical evasion of the provisions of this 
statute. 

At the meeting of the board yester- 
day the matter was taken up and given 
thorough consiaeration. The main 
question at issue Was Whether a iarge

The force employed will prob- 
ably be reduced by the dismissal of one 
A foreman and four laborers will

No change is contemplated in the 
force em} oy ed at Echo Park, the fore-

$4400 at the beginning of the fiscal year. 
Only $1133.75 has been expended, leav- 
ing a balance of $3266.25 

The total amount allowed the park 
department for the year was $55,890.

POLICE COURT NOTES. 


FIGHTING FEMALES FINED—OTH- 
ER PETTY CASES. 

Three young cyprians, Minnie Sher- 
wood, Hattie Lawrence and Flossie 
Devine, engaged in a free fight in the 
tenderloin district late Wednesday 
night. Eva Clifton, another woman of 
the half-world, blew a police whistle. 
Then the combatants set uvon her and 
were disfiguring her beauty when Of- 
ficer Wilson appeared on’the scene and 
arrested the entire party for disturbing 
the peace. In the Police Court yester- 
day all pleaded guilty, but the abused 
Clifton woman was allowed to with- 
draw her plea, and Justice Morgan 
then discharged her.

SANTA FE FREIGHT WRECKED. 


NINE CARS FALL FROM A BRIDGE 
AND ARE BURNED. 


Accident to the Through Train at 
Cajon Creek — Brakeman Thrown 
Thirty Feet and Hurt but Little. 
Narrow Escap2 of Two Tramps. 
Cause Unknown—Loss is Heavy. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 28.,—[Spe- 
cial Correspondence.] Santa Fé train 
No. 31, the fast through freight which 
on this division runs several hours 
ahead of the overland, was wrecked 
early this morning at Cajon Creek 
bridge, twelve miles from this city. 
Nine cars went over the side of the 
bridge into the deep wash and, tak- 
ing ure, were consumed, a section of 
the bridge being also burned. The 
train, which. consisted of tne engine 
and thirty heavily-icaded cars, left 
Barstow on iime and.had made only 
one stop. At the place whcre the ac- 
cident happened the grade is one of 


the heaviest on the division, and all 
trains go over it with brakes set. 
tightly. 


Just as the train ran upen the long 
bridge between the Glen Ellen ranch 
and Verdamort the eighth car from 
the engine left_the rails and tumbled 
to the creek-bed below, pulling eight 
other cars over with it. The coup.ing 
with the forward cars broke and the 
engine with them ran ahead and was 
stopped at the other end of the briage. 
The cars following those which went 
down were stopped by the derailment 
of one of them just at the point where 
the others went over. In falling, the 
wrecked cars tore down a large sec- 
tion of the structure. The first six of 
fhe ears cvhich were wrecked were 
loaded with cotton from Texas, which 
ciug taken to San Diego for ship- 
ment to the Orient. The next two 
were loadéd with hardware, and the 
last of the nine was loaded with gen- 
eral merehandise. When this last car 
Struck the pile of wreckage in the 
bottom of the wash something in it 
exploded, tearing the car to pieces and 
setting fire to the wreck. 
trakeman Judd was riding on one 
of the cars which went over. He was 
thrown about thirty feet and fell on 
a pile of sand. His face was badly 
scratched, but he was otherwise unin- 
jured. He at once returned to the 
wreck and assisted the other trainmen 
and several tramps who were on the 
train, in their efforts to keep the fire 
from burning the entire bridge. In 
this they were successful, but it was 
impossible to save the wrecked cars, 
all of which were consumed. Only 
a small span of the bridge was burned. 

Several tramps had narrow escapes 
from ‘death. One of them, who re- 
fused to give his name, and who left 
the place as soon as the work of the 
train men had been completed, told 
Conductor Fuller that he had been 
riding between the first car that went 
over the bridge and the one in front of 
it, and by clinging to the forward car 
be saved himself from being carried 
over with the wrecked cars. Another 
man who gave his name as W. Hunt, 
who was “dead-heading”’ it to Los 
Angeles on the train, was between two 
of the cars which fell, and as they 
went over, jumped, but was caught 
under a falling timber. His left foot 
was terribly crushed. He was dragged 
out of the wreck, carried to a place 
of safety and later was brought to 
this city and taken to the County Hos- 
pital. 

What caused the accident is not pos- 
itively known. The trainmen stated 
that a broken wheel on the first car 
that was derailed was the probable 
caus*. They also say that the cause 
micht tave been the dropping of a 
break beim: to the track in front of 
the wheels. 

The wrecking-crew went to the scene 
from this city early this morning, and 
as soon as the fire had been extin- 
guished they began making such re- 
rnirs as would enable them to reopen 
the line. The overland was delayed 
about eight hours, but before noon the 
pessengers on that train were trans- 
ferred around the wreck to a special 
train which took them to their desti- 
gpations. The mail and express mat- 
ter was sent on late this afternoon 
when the line was reopened. There. are 
no means of estimating the property 
loss at present, but it will amount to 
many thousands of dollars. The 
wrecking crew is still at work repair- 
ing the bridge, but the track over 
the eap has been relaid, and _ there 
wilk be no further delay of travel on 
account of the w reck.

A WHITTIER MURDER. 


UNKNOWN MAN'S BODY FOUND 
UNDER A BRIDGE. 


His Head Had Been Crusher! in by 
a Blow With Some Heavy In- 
strument, Probably a 
Club. 


The Body Partly Encased in a Meal- 
scck in Which the Victim is 
Supposed to Have Been 
Sleeping. 


The Man Seen Alive Early 
Afternoon—No One Able to Identify 
Him—Coroner to Investi- 
gate Today. 


in the 


The bridge over the San Gabriel 
River, half a mile west of the State 
Reform School at Whittier, was the 
scene of a mysterious murder some 
time between noon and 5 p.m. yester- 
day. The body of an unknown man 
was found under the bridge shortly 
after 5 o’clock. His head was a mass 
of wounds. The skull had _ been 
crushed in over the right ear and 
there were two large wounds just 
above the forehead. Brains were ooz- 
ing from the wounds and blood was 
spattered on the grass and leaves for 
quite a distance around. The body 
was partially in a sack and_ there 
was nothing to indicate that there 
had been a struggle. 

The discovery was made by a man 
and. his wife who reside near the 
place. They had been to Whittier and 
were returning home when the woman, 
looking over the _ side of the 
bridge as they passed, saw the body 
in the bed of the river below. Her 
husband at once stopped his horse and 
went to where the body lay,. but on 
discovering that the man had met a 
violent death he did not touch the re- 
mains, but went at once to secure as- 
sistance. Several men were sum- 
moned -and the town officers at Whit- 
tier were notified. They went to the 
place, but because they had not noti- 
fied the Coroner they would not touch 
the body. Soon afterward Coroner 
Holland was notified, and a message 
was also sent to Sheriff Hammel. The 
Coroner and Sheriff held a consulta- 
tion 4nd it ‘was decided to notify the 
deputy sheriff at Whittier to take 
charge of the body and have it re- 
moved to an undertaking establish- 
ment in that town. Instructions were 
also sent to him to search the. body to 
ascertain if possible the identity of the 
deceased, put for some reason this was 
not done. 

The body was removed to the un- 
dertaking establishment as the Cor- 
oner had ordered, and there the sack 
was removed from it. . A closer ex- 
amination of the wounds showed that 
the wound on the side of the head 
had evidently been caused by a blow 
with a heayy club. - The skull was 
crushed in from the base of the brain 
to above the right ear. The other 
wounds showed that more than. one 
blow had béen delivered. That death 
had been instantaneous is certain. 

The body was that of a. man about 
forty years of age, five’ feet etght 
inches in height, and weighed about 
160 .or 165 pounds. A heavy. black 
beard covered all of the lower portion 
and sides of the face. The beard was 
ragged and unkept. The man’s cloth- 
ing consisted of a light-colored coat 
and vest and-a pair of light-colored 
cotton trousers, over which were a 
pair of overalls. The sack which 
covered a portion of the body was a 
common meal sack. 

Many persons viewed the remains, 
but none of them was able to iden- 
tify them. One or two persons re- 
membered having seen the man about 
1 o'clock in the afternoon walking out 
of the city in the direction of the 
road to Los Angeles. Others remem- 
bered having seen him about the 
town on different occasions during the 
past several months, but no one was 
found who could give any information 
as to who he was or what had been 
his business. When last seen he had 
the sack under his arm. The general 
appearance of tne body indicated that 
the man had been a tramp, for the 
clothing was dirty, while the face and 
hands had not been washed for some 
time. The undertaker to whose place 
the body was taken declined to 
search the pockets, preferring to wait 
until the arrival of the Coroner. it 
was the opinion of those who viewed 


the body before it was removed to 
the undertaking establishment that 
the man was sleeping in the _ sack 


when the blow that killed him was 
delivered. The position of the body 
was such that it would not have been 
possible for the man to have fallen 
off the bridge and rolled where the 
body was found. The bridge is not 
high enough to cause such _ terrible 
wounds to a person falling off it. 

Coroner Holland will go to Whittier 
this morning to hold an inquest. He 
received the information of the sup- 
posed murder too late last night to 
enable him to accomplish anything by 
going there then. Sheriff Hamme! 
will also go to Whittier to investigate 
the case.

Trem- 
ble wore Reay out by seizing him 
around the body and rushing him 
against the ropes, cursing and abusing 
him all the time, and finally, in the 
eighth round he landed three heavy 
body blows that knocked out as fair 
and clean a boxer as ever stood in the 
ring. Tremble won the money, and 
Reay won the good opinion of every 
lover of fair play. The result pleased 
only those who had wagered money on 
Tremble.

NATIONAL UNIVERSITY. 
BELIEVES 


COMMITTEE 
SCHEME WOULD FAIL. 

‘At the National Convention of the 
N.E.A., held in this city last July, a 
special committee was appointed to 
look up Congressional and other rec- 
ofds and report on the advisability of 
the establishment of a-great national 
university by the government at Wash- 
ington. 

School Superintendent J. A. Foshay 
has received a report of the commit- 
tee’s investigation. The committee re- 
ports adversely on the general prin- 
ciple ‘‘that the government is not 
called upon to maintain at the capital 
a university in the ordinary sense of 


that term.’ 

“Already two gigantic schemes 
at universities at the 
fal have been launched, one by 
the Catholics and the other by 
the Methodists, in which millions have 
been poured from private sources, The 
latter institution will be exclusively for 
post-graduate work, and with the oth- 
ers, and the great Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, multiplication of universities is_ 
deemed unnecessary. The committee: 
reported in favor of maintaining a 
school in Washington for consuls, lead- 
ing to a life career in the government 
service, and a pian by which students 
may have advantage for advanced 
study and research which will proba- 
bly include the codperation of the 
Smithsonian Institution universi- 
ties willing to accept a share of the re- 

sponsibility.

The City Council Finally Agrees to the

yThere is little to chronicte in the lo- 
cal reai estate inarket during the past 
week, the holidays having interfered 
with trade, and apart from that the at- 
tention of most real estaie mcn has 
been directed to the oil business. In 
fact, it may be safely asserted that a 
majority of the real estate dealers in 
Los Angeles are just now more or less 
interested in oil land, while some of 
them have given up the regular line of 
pusiness altogether. 
INCREASED VALUES. 


Several big strikes of ‘oil, made 
during the past week, notably 
one well near the Baptist Coliege 


and another in the Fullerton section, 
have sent prices of oil land bounding 
skyward. Many who have been wait- 
ing in the hope of picking up some oil 
land at less than its market value are 
now regretting that they did not take 
more speedy action. 

The oil boom has created much extra 
value on lands in this section. Much 
_ of the best oil land is rough and moun- 

tainous—such land as would not be 

considered worth more than $5 an acre 
for pastoral purposes. If the oil ter- 
ritory could be confined to such land 
it would be a very nice arrangement 
for Southern Caliiornia. 
LAKE SHORE BOULEVARD. 
Upon recommendation of the Boar 
f Public Works the City Council has 
finally decided to deny the protest of 
certain property-owners against the 
construction of the Lake Shore boule- 
vard to which protest reference Was 
made last week in this department. ‘The 
end is not yet, however, as Gen. Lust, 
who was the chief protestant, declares 
that the boulevard project will be 
fought in the courts on technical 

grounds. é 

- A description of the proposed boule- 

vard, with a map, was published in 

this department several months ago. 

Briefly stated, the. course of the boule- 

vard is from Agricultural Park along 

Figueroa street to Second street and 

thence past Echo Park to Elysian Park 

and Griffith Park. In course of time 
the boulevard may be extended to b’as- 
adena by way of Eagle Rock Valley. 

Trees will be planted uniformly for the 

whole distance after plans to be 

adopted by a committee of citizens. 

It is proposed to call a meeting of 

property-owners at an early date. The 

prime movers in the project have been 

Dr. D. W. Stewart, Thomas Hughes, 

Ed Strasburg and J. G. A. Lampadius. 


SAN DIEGO. 
Reports continue to come from San 
Diego of increasing activity:in the real 


estate market-there. This activity is. 


largely based on the belief that an im- 
portant deal is under way in connection 
with the Coronado Peninsula. - Many 
sales of property have been made dur- 
ing the past couple of weeks at good 
.. round prices. San Diego has Waited a 
long time for the revival of real estate 


values and with the increasing pros- | 


pects of oriental trade as well as the 
solid developments that have been 
made in the back country there should 


be legitimate ground for an advance.’ 


LAND SHARKS. 

The local United States land office 
has exposed a swindle by which some 
sharpers have been fleecing credulous 
people under pretense of locating them 
on the Alamitos and Cerritos ranches, 
which they said would soon be thrown 
open to settlers by the government, 
These land sharks proceeded to notify 
ranchers throughout the region that a 
,payment of $7.50 from each would pay 
for all litigation and would insure to 
each the chance to prove up on 160 
acres of land. It is said that on this 


showing many hundreds’ of _ dol- 
lars were paid. The local land 
office began. receive’ inquiries 


from Newport, Long Beach, Ala- 
mitos and elsewhere as to the time 
when the Alamitos, Cerritos and San 
Joaquin ranches would be thrown open. 
Of course there was no foundation 
for this movement. The ranches have 
been fully confirmed by the United 
States government and have been 
patented. 
STREET GRADING MATERIAL. 

The City Council will probably soon 
be called upon” to pass some general 
specifications regarding the material 
to be used in grading the streets of 
the city. The present methods are not 
altogether satisfactory to Street Su- 
perintendent Drain, and he has sug- 
gested to individual members of the 
Council the advisability of demanding 
that all future improvement work on 
the surface of streets be done with 
decomposed granite. 

The street superintendent is un- 
doubtedly right. The gravel used here 
is a wholly unsatisfactory article, con- 
sisting largely of clay, which becomes 
a putty-like mass after it is torn up 
by heavy travel following a rain. The 
superiority of decomposed granite may 
be easily seen by inspecting Kensing- 
ton Drive, on Angeleno Heights, which 
is paved with that material. 

The City Engineer has also called at- 
tention to the injustice of allowing cor- 
porations to cut up and spoil the paved 
streets. In his report he says: 

“In the matter of city pavements, the 
Tubject is so bound up with the invari- 
able practice of cutting trench lines 
through them for all sorts of purposes 
that it seems to me true either that we 
should stop putting down as fine and 
expensive pavements as the concrete- 
base asphalt, or introduce great con- 
duits through the business streets for 
pipes, wires and ways. There is no 
question that asphalt is the ideal pave- 
ment, if well built and cleaned, and 
then left alone, so far as cutting into it 
is concerned. It is an exrensive pave- 
ment, and not easily or well patched. 
The vitrified-brick pavement can be 
patched, is more durable, is not so 
smooth or sanitary, but will last longer, 
and if we are going to keep cutting into 
the streets, ought to be used. It is 
not fair to the men who pay for the 
pavements to insist upon such ideal 
construction, and then allow the pub- 
lic or corporations or the city itself to 
break it to pieces: inside of three 
years.” 

IMPERFECT LIME. 


A trade exchange has the following 
on a matter of interest to builders: 
'“The/trouble from incomplete slaking

of lime ts that minute particles covered 


with a hard surface do not become pen- 
etrated with water, and go into the 
wall in a solid condition. This live lime 
is soon affected by the moisture in the 


walls, and when the process of slaking. 


sets in, the resuit is something like up- 
heaval, which breaks the surface of 
the walls, injures decorations, and de- 
stroys colors. Four weeks is not en 
unreasonably long time for plaster to 
undergo slaking. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether some of it is actually 
Slaked four days, and the appearance 
of the walls in four-fifths of the build- 
ings one enters amply evinces the char- 
acter of the results.”

THE PACIFIC, OLD AND NEW. 


ONCE A FAR-OFF SEA, NOW A 
HIGHWAY OF COMMERCE. 

{Boston Globe:] 
upon the Pacific as a far-off sea, con- 
taining many islands and strange peo- 
ples, whose manners and customs were 
always interesting to read about. It 
was to the earth's waters what Africa 
was to the land—a vast, dark and 
largely unexplored ocean, clothed in the 
common mind with much the stillness 
of death. 

How vast has been the transforma- 
tion within the past fifty years. This 
once practically untraveled and unex- 
plored ocean is now traversed by scores 
of steamship lines, one of which alone 
has eighty-three steamships. Numcrous 
coast towns, once never dreamed of, 
have sprung up as if by magic. The 
children in the geography class have 
now to stammer over 
Yukon, Vladivostok, Yokohama, Kobe, 
Nagasaki, Tacoma, Seattle and those 
of a score or more of other flourishing 
settlements that. in their fathers’ days 
had no existence. 

Irom being a quiet nation engaged 
in home affairs, we seem to have sud- 
denly waked up to our high calling and 
destiny through the almost bewilder- 
ing changes that came to the country 
through the wonderful deeds of 1898. 
The United States now governs 89,000, - 
000 of people scattered over a. whole 
hemisphere. Our quickening hand is 
upon the Philippine group, 1500 in num- 
ber. The Ladrone and Sandwich and 
the pulse of the 
great republic, and our civilization has 
gone forth amid the distant isles of the 
once dormant Pacific. Yet all this has 
come about without a war of conquest, 
It has fallen to us as if in fulfillment of 
manifest destiny. 

We all remember President McKin- 
ley’s orders to Dewey on April 26, 1898: 
“Capture or destroy the Spanish 
fleet,” to which the great admiral 
promptly responded: “I will wipe it 
from the ocean.” Inside of three days 
he had “done the trick” that fulfilled 
his promise. What remained of the 
Spanish flag in other parts was soon 
blown from the seas, It was then that 
the sun of medievalism began to set. 
With the “paSsing of Spain’ began a 


new era. The once dismal Pacific was 


lighted up and a future of almost in- 
credible grandeur was foreshadowed. 
Soon electric cables will connect its 
chief islands on their way to China and 
Japan, while the other half of the wat- 
ers of the earth will cease to be al- 
most bare of the world’s ships. The way 
is being prepared for the resurrection 
of the Far East. The twentieth century 
is preparing for its destiny. 
Commerce is the road to civilization. 
Hawaii and the Philippines are capable 
of. supplying a large portion of the 
tropical fruits and sugar consumed in 
the United States. The annual im- 
portations of tropical products into this 
country amount on the average to 
about $250,000,000. The Philippines 
abound in all manner of undeveloped 
wealth—in tropical fruits, gums, dye- 
woods, tobacco, coffee, spices, cabinet 
woods, hemp and possibly in valuable 
minerals. What the natives formerly 
purchased was from Spain. Soon they 
will consume far more, and we are 
logically the people from whom they 
will purchase. The Philippines imported 
from Spain in 1896 agricultural and 
manufactured goods to the amount of 
$8,000,000. What may they not purchase 


after they have learned to have full 


confidence in us? 

The Pacific is to be no longer an un- 
traveled highway. On its bosom a new 
era of commerce is to have its theater. 
With its vast expanse the coming isth- 
mian canal is to unite the broad At- 
lantic, so that Philadelphia, New York 
and Boston will have a fair chance in 
Pacific commerce with San Francisco 
and the flourishing settlements on 
Puget Sound. How then will the face of 
commerce have been changed. 

In view of our coming role on the 
Pacific we propose to float eighteen 
first-class and eighty-one secondary 
ships in the ‘‘zone of danger.’ Great 
Britain has eighty first-class ships 
there, France has fifty and Germany 
twenty-eight. Ours will certainly ve a 
modest “show of force’ for a nation 
which really has more commercial in- 
terests at stake than the whole [uro- 
pean procession of nations put together, 


A FEMALE REPRESENTATIVE. 


MOTHER OF FIVE CHILDREN 
SERVES IN LEGISLATURE. 


There are three women in the House 
of Representatives of Colorado. Mary 


H. Kinkaid in Ainslee’s for January 


gives this account of the Hon. Frances 
S. Lee, member from Arapahoe: 

“Mrs. Frances 8. Lee, who is the 
youngest of the three women Represen- 
tatives, was born in Chicago less than 
thirty years ago. When eleven years 
old, she went to Colorado with her 
parents, who settled in Denver. She 
was graduated from the West Denve: 
High School and taught for a short 
time before her marriage to Frank W. 
Lee, a leader in the Colorado State 
Federation of Labor. Mrs. Lee is the 
mother of five children. The youngest 
was three years old when the campaign 
of 1898 began. Although her home duties 
had kept her busy for.a number of 
years, she had been a conscientious stu- 
dent. Through her husband's affiliations 
she had acquired a wide knowledge of 
labor conditions. She joined the Colo- 
rado Woman's Democratic Club be- 
cause she felt it to be her duty to do 
her part as a citizen. She soon gained 
the friendship of the members, who put 
her forward as their candidate for the 
Legislature. Mrs. Lee was slow to.ac- 
cept the honor, for she had been too 
much occupied to cultivate the art of 
public speaking, and she hesitated to 
assume duties so at variance with her 
quiet habits. The club had chosen its 
vandidate and the members would not 
hear of her refusal to run for office. 
When Mrs. Lee pleaded that she could 
not neglect her children, there were 
members who offered to stay with the 
baby if necessary. Mrs. Lee was re- 
minded that where there is a will there 
is always a way. Her name was pre- 
gented to the Democratic Convention 
and she was nominated without oppo- 
sition.

“During the session Mrs. Lee not 
only managed her house and cared for 
her children, but she found time to en- 
tertain many guests at her home. Once 
some one suggested that the cares of 
State must be something of a burden, 
when added to domestic duties. Mrs. 
Lee laughingly replied that any one 
who had the executive abflity to run 
a house and rear several children ought 
not to find any duties too exaectinz for 
her strength.’”

t is claimed by many scientific inves- 
tigators that grafts will stand more ad- 
verse weather conditions than buds, | 
and that they will produce a more pro- 
lific bearing top. Great trouble has 
been experienced from. too. suddenly | 
checking the growth of the tree by cut- 
ting off its branches for grafting. This 
has made that process of tree forma- 
tion very unpopular. Just below the 
point of amputation decay sets in, the 
shock is felt down to the trunk and the 
union of the graft is delayed, weakened 
and the whole plant devitalized until 
the tree has gotten over the shock. 

A Pomona orchardist has apparently 
solved the problem of grafting apricot 
trees. His plan is to cut off the Imbs 
to be grafted several weeks before the 
process is to be applied. When the 
Ismb has recovered from the shock of 
amputaticn the scion is inserted under 
the bark a few’ inches below the old 
cut, and immediately the decayed or 
deadened portion is cut down close to 
incision and the graft starts at 
once, vigorously growing into a large 
and productive top. The Pomona plan 
is the most sensible and effective way 
of working over orchard trees ever 
tried. bsg apricot orchards where it 
has beer applied show remarkable re- 
sults in the vigor and bearing qualities 
cf the trees. As this will be a very im- 
portant subject within next few 
weeks, this department will gather all 
the information possible upon the new 
grafting process, and publish it for the 
consideration of the orchardists. 


Bearing Date Trees. 


HE New York Tribune. prints a 
long article from a California cor- 
respondent which is strangely in- 
accurate regardins the date palm in 
this State. Among other things, it is 
stated that there is but one bearing) 
date tree in the United States, and that 
it is growing on a ranch near Winters, 
Cal. 
fresh dates from the famous tree at 
Highland. There is a big tree in bear- 
ing in the city of Los Angeles, and 
hundreds of these palms fruiting more 
or less perfectly all over Southern 
California. 

It is true thai the great majority of 
the date trees rrowing in Southern Cal- 
ifornia are fruitless. Many of them 
bloom, and form upon their racemus 
thousands of little globular balls, but 
they do not reach perfection, or even 
approach the edible quaiity. They are 
male trees-and are worthless, except 
for shade and crnamental purposes. 
Occasionally a tree of the opposite 
kind is planted, which at eight or ten 
years of age begins to bear profusely, 
the fruit growing rich and well-flav- 
ored, but lacking seeds, because cross- 
pollination has not occurred. A tree of 
this kind is growing at Highland that 
has a thousand pounds of fruit at this 
time. Yes, we have the same kind of 
date trees all over the southern end 
of the State that Winters boasts of, 
and bearing the same unfertilized 
racemu.s 

Prof. Swingle of the Agricuit'ral De- 
partment, during his researches in 
Persia and Arabia, discovered that 
dates are not propagated in those 
countries from the seed, but from suck- 
ers taken from about the roots of the 
trees. This important discovery has 
not attracted general attertion, but it 
‘may have astonishing results in Cali- 
fornia. It promises that the dream of 
horticulturists here may be realized. 
California has climatic and soil condi- 
tions closely akin to those of the Per- 
sian Gulf. having the same isothermal 
lines and soil compositions. Prof. 
Swingle’s researches show that the dif- 
ferent commercial varieties of dates 
Hgurish in diversified localities, of 
them in the hottest situations known 
and others in the cooler localities alongs 
the gulf and iniand seas. This would 
give California the opportunity of 
growing all the choicest kinds as we'l 
as the commoner varietics of the Per- 
sian Gulf and the Euphrates. 

The experiment station at Phoenix 
has date suckers to give out for ex- 
perimental purposes, having received 
several consignments from North 
Africa, under the directidn of Prof. 
Swingle. It would be well for our 
fruit growers to secure some of these 
plants, 18 "ney will be an acquisition 
jf Prof. Swingle’s discoveries are 
proven in California.

Schools for Farmers.

Broom-corn Frade. 
F. LYONS, a prominent broom- 
corn broker of Arcola, lectured to 
*the class in farm crops at the 
versity of Illinois December 14 on “‘The 
Future of the Broom-corn Industry.” 
Mr. Lyons said that eversthinzg points 
to a greatly increased acreage cf 
broom corn’ next year, the seed sellers 
being unable ‘to supply the large de- 
mand. Consequently, he iooks for an 
overproduction of the crop. ‘fhe world 
uses but 37,000 tons of brusa a yeur, 
and the counties of Coles, Douglas, Ed- 
gar and Moultrie raise two-thirds of 
this amount. Mr. Lyons said that 
broom-corn seed was as valuable for 
feeding purposes as oats, ind he thinks 
that the crop will some time be raised 


for its seed alone.—[Giobe 


‘Uses for Corn Stalks, 


ALF a dozen years ago the farmer 

considered the value of his corn 

crop to be practically terminated 
with the husking of the corn. What 
was left was worth a small sum an 
acre as fodder. Many experiments, 
however, working along different lines, 
have established the value of the by- 
products of the corn crop, and there is 
now a home market where the farmer 
can get from $3 to $5 a ton for corn 
stalks, so that their value is now from 
$6 to $12 an acre. 

The American Agriculturist recently 
gave the following list of what can be 
made from corn stalks; first, cellulose 
for packing coffer dams on our ships; 
second, pyroxyline varnish: third, 
lulose for nitrating purposes for nmink- 
ing smokeless powder and other ex- 
plosives; fourth, as a packing materia: 
fifth, for paper pulp and the sv-arieus 
forms of paper made therefrom, both 
alone and mixed with other grades of 
paper stock; sixth, as a stork *ood 
made from the fine outer shells or shives 
of the corn stalks and also from the 
nodes, or joints. The leaves or tassels 
also furnish a shredded or bale fodder; 
seventh, mixed feed for stock contatt- 
ing fine ground shell or shives as a 
base and in addition thereto various 
nitrogenous materials and  concen- 
trated food substances, or blood, mo- 
lasses, distillery and glucose refuse, 
sugar-beet pulp, apple pomace and 
other by-products: and eighth, poultry 
foods.—[Scientific American. 


LIVE STOCK. 


The Live-stock Situation, 

T st secretary of the National Live 
Stock Association has been engaged 
in collecting and analyzing the 

market statistics on live stock from 

western points, where they are obtain- 
able. The most important feature 
noticed is the great increase in slaugh- 
ter compared to the increase in re- 
ceipts. Receipts of cattle from all 

sources show an increase of about 75,- 

000 head, while the increase in slaugh- 

ter is over 226,000 head. The same fea-

sheep Statistics. With a decrease of 
180,000 head in receipts there is an ine 


crease of 279,000 in consumption. To 
make matters worse, there is also a 
marked decrease in the number of 


stockers and feeders, both cattle and 
sheep, returned to the country.

It is also remarkable that with 
the high prices and strong demand so 
few stockers and feeders ave been 
sent to the country. This explained 
on the part of sheep in the demand for 
wool,, but the only explanation as re- 
gards cattle is the shortage and high 
ynrices. 

With a demand for consumption in- 
creasing at a much greater ratio’than 
the supply, fewer stockers and fecdrrs 
aging to the country,and ranges sherter 
than ever before in their history, there 
seems to be reason to anticipate a con- 
tinuance of present high prices. Cattle 
are continuing to concentrate in the 
big corn States of the Mississippi ard 
Missouri valleys. and it is possible that 
next season will witness something cf 
a retrorrade movement, for it is likely 
to be a difficult matter to find the s oc< 
cattle which will be needed in the range 


country. from usual sourees. In any 
event, it is feared that the situation 


will put prices toa poinvt that will mak». 
the free movement dificult.—I National 
Live Stock Association Bulletin. 
Hehvprizei Cattle. 
BUNCH of fourteen Shorthorn cat- 
tle lately sold in Chicago at $7 per! 0 
pounds, or about $115.75 each. They 
were part of a lot of ninety bought 
last February at $4.60 per 100 pounds, at 
an average weight of 1050 pounds, or 
$48.30 each. The price paid was the 
highest since 1892, and the highest price 
for October since 1884. Undoubtedly the 
feeder was well paid for hts eight

Bees and Honey. 

HEN a colony of bees does. not 

weil fill at least five spaces be- 

tween the combs jin the fall, it is 
better to unite it with another colony, 
or to divide it between two others. A 
smaller colony than that will scarcely 
be able to keep the temperature high 
enough in the hive during the winter, 
and if they live at. all they will b2 
weak in the spring and cannot do much 
at honey gathering until the best sea- 
son of the honey. flow is over, while 
a strong colony would have filled the 
hive and a super. A writer in the Ca- 
ble tells of a friend who tried a few 
years ago to winter seventeen colo- 
nies, none of them being very strong 
or in good, condition. Four of them 
lived, and they were not a source of 
much profit the next year. If he had 
united them down to six or eight colo- 
nies, all might have lived, and being 
strong, would have gathered a good 
amount of surplus honey, and possibly 
increased to seventeen colonies, and 
good ones, before another fall. In fact, 
a strong colony often throws off two 
swarms, and then the three colonies 
are each stronger than one that barely 
lived through the winter, sent out no 
swarm, and perhaps has only gathered 
honey enough for its winter’s supply. 
Five really strong colonies will store 
more surplus honey than fifteen weak 
ones, and require less than one-quar- 
ter as much care and no _ feeding.— 
[American Cultivator.

him. The bee holds the hostile insect 
in its front legs, pitching it and rolling 
it about, and also stinging it if possible. 
When the invader is made helpless 
the conquering bee still holds her vic- 
tim in her forelegs, makes. strenuous 
efforts to fly with the heavy burden, 
and, finally succeeding, she rises with 
her closely-clasped victim, and when 
at a certain distance from the hive, 
drops it. 

Some times it takes several of the 
guards to overcome the struggling 
enemy, and together they push the ina- 
sect over the porch of the hive. 

The bees. if simply wounded, some 
times succeed in getting back to their

own hive, but, being incapacitated for 
work, they are no longer welcome 
there, and only meet with repu!s® from 
their fellow-colonists, and excludea 
from their hive, they crawl! off some- 
where and die. For, in the codperation 
of the colony of bees, each has her 
appointed task, either to gather pollen, 
bring water or honey, or to nurse the 
young bees or guard the hive, andi 
when unfitted for these tasks and no 
longer necessary to the welfare of the 
colony she is turned out to perish.— 
{Hartford Courant. 
SUGAR-BEET NOTES, 
ROSS CLARK of Los Alamitos 
factory is quoted as saying: ‘No, 
* there will be no increased acreage 
over that of last year. You see, if 
We had had a good crop then, there 
would have been beets enough and to 
spare, so that with the same extent of 
planting, with a good season there 
should be beets in plenty for all of the 
factories. At Alamitos, for instance. 
we shall have about seven thousand 
acres, Which will run our factory for 
four months. The farmers are al- 
ready plowing, for you know it requires 
deep plewing for beets, but it will 
take consicerable more rain to make 
the crop a very large one. The pros- 
pect for a good beet season is excel- 
lent. Of course, there has not enough 
rain fallen yet to make the crop as- 
sured, but the indications are good 
and we feel very well satisfied.’’ 
Over forty-two thousand tons of 
beets have been weighed in from Pa- 
jaro Valley this season at the scales 
near the gate of the Watsonville beet 
factory yard. This, says the Paja- 
ronian of a late issue, is the heaviest 
tonnage ever weighed on these scales 
in one season, and there are over eight 
thousand tons yet to weigh on them,

POULTRY, 


To Fumigat: a Poultry House. 


HE poultry-keeper who white- 

washes his henhouse four times a 

year need have no fear of it becom- 
ing infested with insect vermin, nor 
will it be necessary for him to fumigate 
it. as there will be no insect life to de- 
stroy. But the owner of a ‘poultry 
house that needs fumigation should set 
about it in the following way: Remove 
all nests, perches and everything that 
is portable. Put a pound of sulphur in 
an iron pan with some burning coals, in 
the middle of the house. Then close 
up the doors, windows and all other 
openings, and let them remain so for 
two or three hours. Afterward paint 
the roosts and nest boxes thoroughly 
with coal tar, and whitewash the house 
inside and out with lime. A spraying 
pump is very useful to get the lime- 
wash-into the crevices in the roosts and 
walls, and it is beneficial to add some 
carbolic acid to the limewash. Once a 
house is thoroughly freed from vermin 
it is easy to keep it so by attending to 
it regularly and taking the precaution- 
ary measure of frequent limewashing.— 
{Kansas Farmer.

A survey,party is now 
being fitted out and one of the mem- 
bers is in the city. 

The gallery of paintings collected by 
the late Judge Hilton is about to be 
sold at auction at New York. It is 
comrosed of nearly two hundred p:int- 
ings, mostly by modern French artists, 
and is valued at more than _ $500,000. 
Among the masters represented are 
Meissonier, Corol d’Aubigny, Gerome, 
Bibert, Makart, Munkacsy, Bougereau 
and Tissol. 

A dispatch from New Haven, Ct., 
says the will of the late Josephus 
Forbes bequeaths $460,000 to be divided 
between St. Paul’s Episcopal Church 
and the Ladies’ Seamstress Friends’ So- 
ciety, the latter to receive one-third of 
the estate.

Hon. Binger Hermann, Comrnis-

NEW RAYS DISCOVERED. 


THEY PRODUCE BETTER PHOTO- 
GRAPHS THAN THE X-RAYS. 


{New York Tribune:] A special dis- 
patch from Philadelphia, December 17, 
says Prof. George F. Barkér of the 
physical laboratory of the University of 
Pennsylvania, exhibited last week for 
the first time in America the newly-dis- 
covered chemical element, radium, 
which seems destined to create a great 
stir in the scientific world. Years ago 
Bequerel found that salts of the rare 
metal uranium possessed the power of 
throwing off a feeble and invisible ra- 
diance, like the X-rays. Mme. Ctrie in 
Paris last year isolated from the Bohe- 
mian mineral pitchblend two other ele- 
ments that behave in the same manner, 
but are far more active. One of them 
she called “polonium” and the other 
“radium.” The latter is said to be one 
hundred thousand times as intense as 
uranium in its photographic effect. 

Prof. Barker has been experimenting 
with all three of these elements and 
with the mineral (pitchblend or uran- 
anite) from which the two new ele- 
ments are derived. He showed to the 
Bibliographical Club here this week a 
series of photographic plates on which 
impressions had been produced by these 
substances. His procedure has been as 
follows: 

A photographic plate was inclosed in 
black paper and then covered with yel- 
low paper. After one whole day’s ex- 
posure to the sunlight no ffect was pro- 
duced. This precaution proved the 
thoroughness of the protection. Then 
the various metals and salts were 
placed upon the paper-covered plate 
and they produced dark stains. 

In order to take photographs of ob- 
jects such as a hand or foot these ob- 
jects would be placed between the 
metal and the plate, andthe result 
would be similar to those obtained by 
the X-rays. Such substances as bone 
would show clearly through the flesh 
and surrounding tissue. A photograph 
can be taken by means of radium in 
half a minute. .. 

The importance of this discovery can 
hardly be overestimated. The wonder- 
ful results of the X-rays, now so useful 
in surgical diagnosis, can be duplicated 
by a method much cheaper. Moreover, 
radium seems to suffer no diminution 
of energy or loss of weight during the 
process. In addition to producing an 
impression on the photographic plate, 
radium produces phosphorescence and 
discharges electrified bodies. Thus it 
will be seen that it possesses all the 
qualities of the Roenigen rays. 

Radium apparently violates one of 
the fundamental laws of physics, 
namely, that of the conservation of 
energy. It does not derive its photo- 
graphic power from the sunlight nor 
lose it by expenditure.

SLIP UP OF ATTEMPTED SPECULA- 
TION IN SPRINKLING. 


Mr. Chambers’s prea of the Scheme 
to Purchase His Contract With the 
City for One Thousand Dollars. 
Death of Charles Kunzman—De- 
cision of Court in the Williams Case. 


PASADENA, Dec. 28.—[Regular 
Correspondence. ] “The Light hat 
Failed” is the title of the story of the 
attempt to transfer thé street-sprink- 
ling contract awarded by the City 
Council to J. C. Chambers of River- 
side. Mr. Chambers, who hasbeen 
in town two days, returned to River- 


side this morning, the deal for selling }- 


his contract having fallen’ through. 
He will pack up, hitch up and begin 
sprinkling the streets of Pasadena in 
February. 

When the City Trustees awarded 
the contract to Mr. Chambers over the 
heads of a lot of Pasadena bidders, 
there was quite a stir. The former 
contractor, Mr. Ritzman, kicked up 
the most dust by declining to sprinkle 
during the time intervening between 
‘the expiration of his contract and the 
beginning of that of Mr. Chambers, 
except at an increased price. There- 
upon the Superintendent-of Streets 


hurriedly assembled some tanks and} 
the city has been doing its own wa-‘ 


tering ever since. A great cry was 
raised by some of the parties inter- 
ested that the Trustees should have 
given the job to a Pasadena man, but 
_the Trustees said that the bid of Mr. 
Chambers was so much more favor- 
able to the city that they had no alter- 
native but to accept it. When it 
was reported last Tuesday that Mr. 
Chambers was trying to transfer the 
‘contract to Mr, Ritzman, there was 
another buzz. 

The tale of the Riverside man is 
that he never thought of backing out 
or selling his contract till he was ap- 
proached by an able Pasadena broker, 
whd had the scheme all hatched for 
him. This gentleman called on Mr. 
Chambers in Riverside, he says, and 
made him an offer on behalf of Mr. 
Ritzman. Mr. Chambers had his 
household goods partly packed and 
had bought three teams, but the 
broker made him a rather glittering 
proposition and he considered it. He 
finally agreed to sell the contract to 
Mr. Ritzman for $1000 and to throw in 
the three teams of horses and mules. 
The broker put up $100 to bind the 
trade and Mr. Chambers came to this 
city to close it. Here he found dark- 
ness coming on. The city officials 
did not smile on the idea of turning 
over the sprinkling to Mr. Ritzman 
again. Furthermore, Mr. Ritzman 
had found out that the prospects were 
dubious and failed to shine up to Mr. 
Chambers on his arrival. The bright- 
ness that had shone around the 
broker’s proposition grew dim and 
finally went out altogether. It was an 
original scheme for a speculation and 
there would have been good money in 
it for the broker if the City Fathers 
hadn’t used the snuffers.

BOND ELECTION TO BE HELD. 

MONROVIA, Dec. 28. — [Regular 
Correspondence.} The City Coun- 
cil has decided to call an election for 
the purpose of,voting on the proposi- 
tion of issuing $20,000 bonds for the 
completion of the city waterworks. 
Last summer $25,000 was spent in pur- 
chasing water-bearing land, sinking 
wells and laying water mains.

TO KEEP OUT FRUIT PESTS. 
At the meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce Wednesday a resolution was 
adopted and ordered forwarded to Con- 
gressman Needham and United States 
Senator George C. Perkins, urging 
them to use all possible honorable 
means to have Congress pass a law 
looking toward the protection of fruit 
in this country from pests brought here 
on foreign fruit. It is proposed to es- 
tablish a quarantine upon all fruit and 
nursery stock from foreign countries, 
and to have the same thoroughly dis- 
infected before being landed. 
PROPOSED POWDER FACTORY. 
The representatives of the Southern 
Powder Company, Hmited, appeared 
before the Chamber of Commerce last 
evening, conducting a series of experi- 
ments wtih the varieties of powder 
which they propose to manufacture, 
and explaining to the chamber the de- 
tails of the proposed enterprise.

SAN PEDRO. ' 
SCHOOL BOND ELECTION. 
SAN PEDRO, Bec. 28.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence. } A special election for 
the purpose of voting on a proposed 
issue of $12,500 worth of bonds of the 
San Pedro School District will be held 
Saturday. The contemplated issue is 

‘ially declared to be “for the pur- 
pose of raising money for purchasing 
school grounds, for building a school- 
house, for insuring the same, for sup- 
plying the same with furniture and 
necessary apparatus and for improv- 
ing said grounds (grounds to be lo- 
cated eouth of Tenth street and east 
of West street.’’) The bonds are to 
bear 6 per cent. interest, and one-tenth 
of the whole issue is to be puid each 
year until the entire amount shall have 
been paid. 

The location of the proposed new 
building has not been determined fur- 
ther than is shown in the foregoing 
extract from the official call. All 
three of the school trustees have signed 
a statement which appears to unoffi- 
cially set forth their purposes in con- 
nection with the matter. In brief the 
Statement declares that the present 
school facilities are sorely overcrowded, 
The trustees believe that a two-story 
eight-room building should be con- 
structed and that the four rooms on 
the lower floor should be finished. The 
four rooms on the upper floor may be 
left unfinished until they are needed. 
The trustees estimate the items of 
cost as follows: Building, $8000: out- 
buildings, vaults and cellar, $350: ce- 
ment walks, fence, etc., $400; furniture 
$1000; hauling dirt, architect's fees and 
incidentals, $750; land (which they 
think should be about eight lots,) $2000: 
total, $12,500. The trustees estimate 
the increase of. taxation which the i8- 
suance and sale of the bonds would 
cause at 20 cents on-each $100 of as: 
sessed, valuation within the district: 

One of the trustees was asked today 
to give figures showing the extent t6# 
which the present school: accommodAa: 
tions are overcrowded. repl¥ 
was that about 2350 pupils are attend: 
ing the schools of the district, and that 
the attendance is about fifty in exce8&s 
of the number that can be properl¥ 
accommodated with the present facil: 
ities. About twenty children have 
been turned“away from school because 
of lack of sufficient accommodations. 

The trustees are renting a one-room 
building at Tenth and Center streets 
and are using a room in the small 
building on the grounds of the Fifth- 
street school. Some bids offering sites 
for school purposes have ‘been received 
by the trustces. It is stated as the 
desire of the board that as many bid& 
as possible may be received previou§s 
to the election. If the election sha] 
result favorably the trustees may cal 
a meeting of the heads of families 4 
the district to determine the location. 
Should the heads of families fail to de: 
cide that point the question may Be 
taken before the County School Super- 
intendent for determination. 

One of the chief arguments presented 
in opposition to the bonds is the un- 
certainty as to where the school will 
be located if the vote on the bonds 
is favorable,

Wireless System on Mont Blanc. 

{Chicago News:] Interesting exper! 
ments in Wireless telegraphy have 
been carried out between Chamounix 
and Mont Blanc, in order to find out 
the effect of the high altitude and 
different atmospheric conditions of 
those regions. This work was under- 
taken by two French engineers, 
Messrs. Jean and Louis Lecarne, who 
afterward made a report to. the 
Academie des Sciences. The expen- 
menters wished to find out also the 
effect of the atmospheric electricity. 
and whether the absence of moisture 


in the frozen soil would render the 
earth connection impossible. The 
tests were carried out for several 
days in succession, commencing with 
August 25: it was found that the 
signals were easily transmitted and 


read with a distance of two centimeters 
between the spheres of the oscillator. 
It was found that the absence of 
moisture in the soil did not interfere 
with the earth connection, and also 
that clouds interposed between the 
two stations had no effect on the 
signals.

effect as at the former inquest, neid at 
Pomona. Conductor EK. G. Fitzgerald, 
who had charge of the train, repeated 
his former testimony without materia, 
variation. Both these trainmen were 
positive that the train was not running 
unusually tast, and clung to the theory 
that the disaster was caused by a 
broken wheel. 

Charles B? Hutchison, a clothing clerk 
employed in a store at Pomona, was 
the last witness. He was a passenger 
on the ill-fated train, and was shot 
out of a window when the crash came. 
He did not notice that the train was 


running unusually fast. ‘The witness 
had no idea as to the cause of the’ 
wreck. 


Coroner Holland then harangued the 
jury at some length and submitted’ the 
case, but the jurors were not all sat- 
isfied with the meager evidence sub- 
One man, who evidently had 
some knowledge,of railroading, thought 
it would be important to examine ihe 
train sheet so as to determine the 
quesiion of speed. Several jurors 
wanted to know why the fireman of 
the wrecked engine had not been sub- 
poenned as a witness. They contended 
that his testimony would be the most 
important that could be had. 

The Coroner had to confess that he 
did not know anything about the fire- 
man, who he was, whether he escaped 
injury or where he has kept himself 
since the disaster. In short the ex- 
istence of this most important witness 
had been entirely overlooked at both 
incuests, 

At this juncture one of the jurors 
asked to have the form of the oath 
which the Coroner had administered, 
to the jury, repeated. The conscien- 
tious juror caught at the phrase “to 
diligently inquire,’ and said: “I do not 
believe that we have diligently 1n- 
quired into this case.” 

“Well, gentlemen,” replied the Cor- 
oner. “it is your privilege to call for 
all the witnesses and information you 
deem necessary. If you are not 
satisfied with what you have heard, we 
Will adjourn the inquest till other wit- 
nesses can be sent for.

M’LEAN OUT OF JAIL. 
POKER DAVIS EXTENDS HIS PAL 
A HELPING HAND. 

After negotiations lasting two days, 
N. H. McLean, the alleged buncoer of 
pawnbroker L. B. Cohn, was released 
from the City Jail yesterday afternoon, 
on bail, E. C. (Poker) Davis and Joe 
Naegle, a saloonkeeper at No New 
High street, qualifying as bondsmen.

McLean's preliminary examination is 
set for 2 o'clock this afternoon. but it 
is probable that the defense will ask 
a continuance. Meanwhile. efforts 
will probably be made to square the 
case by satisfying Cohn’s claim. But 
any effort at squelching the prosecu- 
Will doubtless meet with sturdy 
resistance on the part of the police de- 
tectives. who have been camping. on 
McLean's crookpd trail for a long 
while. They think they have sufficient 
evidence to send him over the road this 
time, and do not take kindly to the idea 
of a compromise that would result in 
anything less than a’trial for felony. 

McLean was the first to report the 
loss of the Cohn diamonds to the po- 
lice. He called ypon Detective Flam- 
mer soon after the occurrence and .old 
him how he had been buncoed out of 
the jewels, which Cohn had given him 
to sell on commission, and how it em- 
barrassed him, as Cohn suspected him 
of trickery. Detective Flammer thought 
much as Cohm did, that all the bun- 
coing that had been done. had been 
engineered by McLean himself: but he 
pretended that he believed MelLean’s 
story, and started out with that worthy 
in search of the mythical bunco man 
who was alleged to have violated Me- 
Lean’s confidence by getting away 
with the goods, which had been given 
him in trust. 

McLean wished to have story 
about how he had been beaten at h'‘s 
own game i kept quiet, as he was 
ashamed to have his friends and the 
public know how he had been playel 
for a sucker. Secrecy was pledged 
and the detectives kept up the 
un- 
til they saw a favorabte opportunity to 
fasten the guilt upon himself. Me- 
Lean played right into the hands of 
the officers. and now they think thev 
have mih where it will be impossible 
for him to wiggle out as he has done 


so often before.
